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AN UNAUTHORIZED STRIKE 


VOI ORDERED BY 


KNIGHTS OF LABOR, 
THE GENERAL EXECUTIVE BOARD IS 
NOT SUSTAINING IT AND HAS NO 
FAITH IN ITS SUCCESS, 


PHILADEPHIA, Jan. 1.—The Philadelphia 
Times to-morrow will say that the non-success 
thus far of the strike of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad employes is, in the opinion of 
the General Executive Board of the Knights 
of Labor, due to the following facts: 
The General Executive Board consider the 
original strike illegal, and the absence of their 
power in the fight has been the cause 
of the weakness of the battle. What 
adds to this weakness is the fact that 
the railroad officials are possessed of the 
knowledge that the members of the 
General Executive Board are not in sympathy 
with the strikers to any great extent. Thisin 
part accounts for the independence the 
railroad officfals have shown, knowing, 
as they do, that without the collabo- 
ration and sanction of the General Ex- 
ecutive Board the strike will not become 
general. There has never been a strike in the 
history of the Knights of Labor which has been 
so full of unparliamentary conduct. There have 
been half a dozen different heads to the strike, 
and the men on the Philadelphia Committee 
to the Reading Convention who have en- 
gineered the strike here, namely, J. L. Lee, 
Bernard J. Sharkey, Ambrose Hede, John i. 


Bennett, and John B. Kelly, have never com- 
municated in any way with the General 
Executive Board, neither have any of 
the men connected with the lecal assemblies 
to which this committee belong. In 
short, there has not been a single man connect- 
ed with the order near any meraber of the Gen- 
eral Executive Board in relation to this strike. 
No member of the General Executive Board has 
ever received any official information of the 
strike, and all they know about it is what they 
read in the newspapers from day today. The 
members of the General Executive Board toa 
man declare that the strike is nota Knight of 
Labor fight; that it is a rupture between the 
Philadelphia and Reading Railroad Company 
and the company’s employes. 

The board contends that the original strike 
waa a Strike of Reading Railroad men, and not 
Kaights of Labor; that the convention at Read- 
jing was not a Knight of Labor convention, but a 
convention of Reading Railroad employes. The 
General Executive Board very much doubt that 
a series of resolutions asking the aid of the 
General Executive Board was ever passed at 
that convention, and base their doubt on the 
fact that no resoluticns have ever reached the 
General Executive Board, nor has any com- 
munication of notification relative to any such 
resolutions been received by the board. In 
the event of the resolutions being passed 
and sent to the Secretary of the General Execu- 
tive Board he would, as a matter of duty, send 
copies of the resolutions to exch member of the 
Executive Board, who would in turn send 
to the Secretary their views ag to the advisa- 
bility of calling the board together to consider 
the strike. The members of the General Execu- 
tive Board do not believe that any resolutions 
will be sent them, nordo they believe the men 
who are now running the strike will come near 

he board. The belief exists that the men 
want all the glory themselves, and that 
they are afraid that if the General Executive 
Board was called into action it would sit down 
on the strikers and decide that they should re- 
turn to work at once. 

The General Executive Board are by the 
strikers placed in a very awkward position, 
both toward the strikers and toward the rail- 
road company. The board does not want to 
give public expression officially for fear of 
interfering with the men _ on _ strike, 
and the befitting dignity of the board 
will not permit it to interfere as 
matters now stand. The General Executive 
Board, while they disagree with the strikers on 
the original issue, sympathize with them toa 
certain degree relative to the conference 
that the committeemen had with Gen- 
eral Superintendent Sweigard. The board be- 
lieve, beyond the shadow of @ doubt, 
that Superintendent Sweigard did enter into a 
verbal ugreement with the committee to settle 
the origina! ditficulty by arbitration. The board 
points to the facts that after the conference the 
mien were ordered back to work, and 
that they went back, and when Superintend- 
ent Sweigard denied the verbal agreement the 
mext day, the men were immediately ordered 
out again, and that the Reading convention 
would not have been held if Superintendent 
Sweigard had not in some way broken faith with 
the committee representing the employes. 

The atrike is not looked upon by the General 
Executive Board as lizxely to result in victory 
tor the employes, because it is believed that 
without the assent and approval of the 
General Executive Board the majority 
of the Knights will not quit work. 
While the General Executive Board is 
in one way insympathy with the strikers, they 
do not see how the strike can be victorious, ard 
point tothe fact that where difficulties have 
tirst been reported to the General Executive 
Board with very few exceptions the Knights have 
been victorious; but the strikers did not give 
the General Executive Board a chance to have 
a conference with the officers of the railroad 
company or an opportunity to weigh the 
grievances earefully with the scales 
of clear-headedness. This, the board says, 
isthe fatal error that the strikers have made, 
and, as has already been said, while the strikers 
have the Soard’s sympathy the board does not 
want to be held accountable by the public for 
that for which itis not responsible. They think 
that where the blame belongs there it should 
rest. 

The General Executive Board are satisfied 
that the great wajority of the Knights on the 
Reading Road, in the mines, and all over the 
country know that the board is not to blame 
for this strike, or the fact that it 
has thus far not been a success. The 
Knights of Labor ouside the strikers know that, 
according to the constitution and by-laws of the 
order, the original strfke was illegal, and as the 
second strike grew out of it that it is ille- 
gal, too. Tne Generale Executive Board does 
not believe that the miners will go 
out on Tuesday, as has been predicted, 
nor does it believe that the miners will at any 
time help to swell the ranks of the present 
strikers. In the event of the matter coming offi- 
vially before them itis altogether probable that 
the General Exeeutive Board will play 
the part of peacemakers between 
the company andthe men, and whether ornotthe 
board receives official notice, they will certainly 
investigate later on the action of all those as- 
semblies which have participated in the strike. 

A quiet Sunday was spentby all the chiefs who 
are managing the great railroad strike. The rain 
kept them indoors, and mostof the locals held 
all-day sessions, reaflirming their decision to re- 
main on strike. Although the company is mov- 
ing trains, the strikers claim that it cannot keep 
things going much longer. The officials of the 
company are as sanguine as ever, and were 
sending and receiving dispatches all day. The 
tenor of those they received, they claimed, 
showed that the whule road was kept in opera- 
tion. 

There was no official meeting of the Execu- 
tive Comwittee of the strikers during the day, 
and the wembers enjoyed a long-needed rest. 
Secretary Henry I. Bennett in the afternoon 
otiicially announced tkat the miners would 
strike beyoudadoubt. He said that the con- 
vention had demanded that the General Execu- 
tive Board should come to their assistance, and 
explained the apparent apathy of the board by 
saying thatthe board bad wanted to manage 
the whole strike, while the convention and the 
strikers only desired advice and assistance, and 
wish to be allowed to manage their own affairs. 

Bernard J. Sharkey, President of the em- 
ployes’ convention, said there was no change in 
the situation. He was confident of victory. 

There 1s a provability that trouble will result 
from the attempt of the Knights to drag the 
Brotherhood of Firemen into the fight, Jere- 
miah J. Leahy, Master of Lafayette Lodge, over 
the action of which there is a dispute, and who 
is at work for the company, said: “Iam one of 
the tive General Executive Officers of the Broth- 
erhbood of Firemen in this country, Which order 
numbers 17,000 men. I have communicated 
with Grand Master F. P, Sargent regarding the 
action Lafayette Ludge is reported to have 
taken. It was an illegal meeting they held, and 
they cannot pass any resoiution as members of 
the Brotherhood of Firemen to join in any strike 
not their own. The order will not sustain them.” 

Mr, Leahy is being boycotted by the Knights 
because he sticks to his work. They kava gone 
to several stores he bas been in the habit of 
patronizing, and have forced the storekeepers 
to refuse to deal with him on pain of being sim- 
ilarly dealt with. Mr. Leahy staid at his post 
becuuse he did not believe in the second strike. 
“Ty was ordered,” he said, “ to take the responsi- 
bility of ordering the general Port Richmond 
strike on Wednesday. I was to blow the whistle. 
J thought it a wrong thing to do, and refused to 
be responsible. For this I was abused, and I de- 
términed to remam at my post. I think the 
principle of the Knight of Labor is a fair day’s 
wages for a fair day’s work, and that 18 what we 
were getting.” 

At Richmond Junction Sunday was not 
observed as usual, as there was considerable 
work to be done. Eighteen eoal trains were 
sent out during the day, and 15 came in. Five 
shifting engines were at work on the level main 
line. Local Assemb!y No. 10,107 met in Co- 
operative Hall on Frankford road below Sar- 
geant-street, and held an enthusiastic meeting.

Local Assembly No. 8,819, composed’of train- 
men who are employed on the Richmond and 
North Pennsylvania Branches, met in Straub 
Muller’s Hall, corner of York-street and Frank- 
ford-avenue. This was the first meeting the 
local had held since the ordering of the general 
strike, and they unanimously resolved to stand 
by the action of the Reading convention. 

Dispatcher Geary, at Third and Berks streets, 
said that they were doing their regular Sunday 
work, and that as to-morrow is a holiday they 
did not exert themseives. Some perishable 
freight was moved and the regular freights were 
received and sent out. At Willow and Noble 
streets stations about a dozen freight handlers 
were at work handling perishable freight. None 
of the strikers were about and everything was 
quiet. At Broad and Callowhill streets the 
platforms were filled with freight, but no men 
were at work. The officials said all the freight 
had been moved on time, and everything was 
moving along smoothly. Halfa dozen shifting 
engines were at work, and Dispatcher Bertolet 
declared there was nothing to indicate that 
there had been a strike. The trains were all 
going in and out of the Ninth and Green street 
station on time and attracted no attention. 

Dispatches received in the Superiutendent’s 
office said that everything along the line was 
working in the regular order. Superintendent 
Stager said everything between the Willow- 
street station and the Falls was all right, and 
the men were working the same as on week 
days. It was stated by the olficials that ths 
company will move its coal trains and perishable 
freight to-morrow. 

At the headquarters of Local Assembly No. 
5,890, at Second and Brown streets, the men 
said they would stand firm and are boun: to 
win. Sub-committees have been at work among 
the new freight handiers at Willow and Noble 
streets stations, and claim that the new men 
will not report for work to-morrow. Late in the 
aay the following notice was posted on the door 
of the committee room: ‘All men remaining at 
work at Willow and Noble streets stations, in- 
cluding all shippers, have signified their inten- 
tion not to report for duty on Tuesday morning.” 


POTTSVILLE, Penn., Jan. 1.—Chairman 
John.L. Lee went to Cressona to-day to address 
the men there who have been reported as being 
somewhat insubordinate. When he returned to- 
night he seemed rather reticent. ‘‘The men at 
Schuylkill Haven will quit werk to-morrow,” he

“What did you do at Cressona to-day?” was 
asked. 

*“ Addressed the men.” 

“On what?” 

‘On the situation and their duty.“ 

**What action was taken?” 

** None.” 

* Why not?” 

** They are waiting for their orders.” 

* From whom ?” 

“ From this man,” indicating John L. Evans, a 
member of the Executive Board, who stood 
near by. 

“And why doesn’t he issue them ?” 

‘* He hasn't had time yet. He will to-morrow.” 

“ Think the Cressona men will go out to-mor- 
row ?” 

** T expect so.” 

There is similar insubordination among the 
Tamaqua men, and Secretary Cahill was there 
to-day to bring about a general strike. He could 
not be reached to-night and cannot return until 
morning. The Cressona and Tamaqua locals 
are under the jurisdiction of District Assembly 
No. 184, the representatives of which held a 
meeting here last night. It was given out after- 
ward that all but 3 of the 23 locals had respona- 
ed to the order to strike, and this meeting was 
to issue a new order to the derelicts who had set 
up a claim that the district assembly must give 
the order. The order wasissued. It was direct- 
ed specially to the local assemblies at Aurora, 
Auburn, and Landingville. These assemblies 
are composed principaily of Pennsylvania Dutch, 
who are not as tractable to the leaders as the 
other nationalities. 

John Kelly, Secretary of:the local assembly 
here, and one of the strikers, reported to-night 
that engine No. 504 had been badly disabled at 
Merion last nightin the hands of a new man. 
Kelly was the authority also for the statements 
sent out last week that five engines had been 
burned by new men, and that in a wreck at 
Spring Mills two men were killed. Dispatcher 
Priest, at Palo Alto, was called on to-night for 
information in reference to these matters, all of 
which would have been reported to him. As to 
the burning of theengines, he said there was 
neta word of truthin the story. One of the 
engines designated, No. 505, did come back to 
the shop with a broken check, but the burning 
story was without the slightest foundation. The 
fatal wreck at Spring Mills and the accident at 
Merion were pronounced equally untrue. 
“What progress was mad6 at Palo Alto to-day?” 
he was asked. 

“Very good,” was the answer. “Sixteen trains 
were started since midnight. We have moved 
off allthe loaded cars we have here except a 
few that were so side tracked as to require a 
great deal of shifting, and they will stand until 
to-morrow. There were only 70 cars in to-day’s 
trains, on account of the heavy condition of the 
tracks from the storm, An average Sunday’s 
shipment from this port is 3,500cars. We were 
about 20,000 tons short to-day, because Ma- 
hanoy Plane was idle and no coal has been 
forwarded for several days from the mines to 
this place. I think the plane will resume to- 
morrow.”

“ All that we required. Ten Knights reported 
on to-day, and were given as good places as they 
left. We also had applications for work from 10 
new hands,” 

Capt. Christian of the Coal and Iron police 
force reported to-night that he had 105 extra 
men sworn in. As tothe necessity for this in- 
crease he reported that the cab of an engine had 
been fired last night in the round house at 
Tamaqua, and that the plug of the 60,000-gallon 
water tank at the east end of the Mahanoy Tun- 
nel, at which engines get their watter supply, 
was drawn out during the night, and this morn- 
ing the tank was/found to be dry. No other 
depredations have been reported to him yet. 


READING, Penn., Jan. 1.—Nothing has 
been developed here to-day in the Reading Rail- 
read affairs beyoud the fact that the men will 
not strike, and this is final. The different assem- 
blies of Knights of Labor which have Reading 
Railroad employes among their members beld a 
joint meeting here to-day. The situation was 
thoroughly discussed. Among the questions 
brought before the meeting was the contemplat- 
ed strike of the miners in the anthracite coal 
regions, whichis set down for Tuesday morning. 
A resolution was introduced and passed ex- 
pressing the hope that they would not strike, 
as the probability was that the company 
would be fully prepared to plaee new men in 
their positions as soon as they left. Coal and 
freight traflic moved as usval, but owing to many 
of the miners being idle only a few trains were 
sent to the water to-day. Superintendent Cable 
said today: *‘a few days ago lI predicted that 
the Knights of Labor had nosand and that the 
strike would prove unsuccessful, which has now 
proved to be true.” 
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FIRE SWEPT THE TOWN. 

EGG Harpor City, N. J., Jan. 1.—The 
most disastrous fire in this county for many 
years occurred here at 11 o’clock last night, 
sweeping away almost all the business portion 
ofthe town. The fire broke out in the stable of 
Peter Goebbels, in the rear of Philadelphia- 
avenue. The following are the losses and in-

OCONNOR GOING ROME. 

MONTREAL, Jan. 1.—Arthur O’Connor, mem-

fast on this question, though they would not refuse 
home rule from a Conservation Government. Home 
rule will soon be granted, and for myself I would 
willingly undergo six months’ imprisonment if it 
would serve the cause of Ireland.” Mr, O’Connor 
lett_to-night for New-York, and will arrive at the 
Hoffman House to-morrow morning. Ho will sail 
for England in the afternvon. 

Sir Thomas Esmonie is very ill, but expects to be 
able to address a mass meeting Wednesday.

SPEAKER CARLISLE’S TASK 


THE HOUSE COMMIITEE LIST 
NEARLY COMPLETED. 
DEMOCRATS FINDING FAULT WITH THE 

MAKE-UP OF WAYS AND MEANS— 

MR. CHANDLER AS A LEADER. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 1,—Speaker Carlisle 
hopes to be able to announce the standing com- 
mittees of the House on Wednesday, when Con- 
gress reassembles. He has been hard at work 
upop them, and has some of the places atill to 
fill, but the most difficult part of his task has 
been completed. The greatest interest has been 
felt in the composition of the Commit- 
tees on Ways and Means and Appropria- 
tions, although there has been not a lit- 
tle struggling among members to retain old 
places and to get new ones that appear to be 
inherited by length of service. The Ways and 
Meaus Committee will be made upas already 
announced, except that instead of Cannon of 
Illinois, or Fuller of Iowa, who have been 
spoken of as the new Republican members, 
Ryan of Kansas will have the place. The 
Speaker could not easily puta tariff reduction 
Republican on the committee without creating 
great dissatisfactien after he had intimated 
a willingness to accept the advice of 
leading Republicans in filling the minority 
places. Mr. Randall will have an Appropriations 


Committee made up of members who have had 
at least one term of service, and it will not be 
much different from the same committee in the 
Forty-ninth Congress. The important Com- 
mitee on Pacific Railroads will almost certainly 
xo to Mr. Outhwaite of Ohio, who was one of the 
best members of the committee in the last 
House and the prometer of the bill approved by 
the Actuary of the Treasury Department as pro- 
viding adequately for the payment of the 
Pacific Railroad indebtedness when Mr. 
Hoar’s Senate bill was pronounced inadequate. 
Mr. Townshend of Illinois, it is understood, 
will have the Chairmanship of the Committee on 
Military Affairs. Mr. Wheeler of Alabama was 
in the line of promotion to that place, but it was 
found impracticable to give Alabama all the 
Chairmanships to which it was entitled by the 
rule of seniority of service and position. The 
New-York members are nearly all provided for 
according to their prefereuce. Mr. Ashbel T. 
Fitch will, it is unaerstood, be put upon the 
Foreign Affairs Committee in place of Mr. 
Ketcham, and the committees will be constructed 
with the expectation thatit will get along more 
smoothly this session than it did during the last. 
It is likely that the Committee on Education will 
be constituted with members who will not 
hastily or thoughtlessly report the Blair Educa- 
tional bill. That measure will have many sup- 
porters, but it is evident that the defects of the 
billhave been noted, and that the conviction 
that it is pernicious in principle is stronger than 
it was tWo years ago.

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Some of the friends of the Administration are 
disposed to be impatient with Speaker Carlisle 
for his disposition to be too generous to the Re- 


publicans in the matter of accepting dictation 
about the make-up the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. The main business of this session of 
Congress, they say, is the revision of the tariff, 
and this purpose ought not to be sacrificed 
through a too. servile deference to cust6m. 
The Speaker has the power to construct the 
committee so that they shall favor or suppress 
tariff revision, and it is insisted very warmly by 
Democrats who are of the President's way of 
thinking that custom should be disregarded 
whenever it van be disregarded with 
profit, This view may be carried into 
effect in case Mr. Ryan shall refuse to 
serve on the Ways and Means, as he is 
represented as preferring to stay on the Appro- 
priations Committee. That would appear to 
make it easy to get rid of him as a member of 
Ways and Means. Mr. Burrows of Michigan, 
who is said to favor a moderate sugar cut, may 
come in, or Fuller of Iowa be once more taken 
up. Fulleris alsoin favor of sugar reduction, 
and ail the Republicans of the protection sort 
will favor taking off the sugar tax, or any other 
tax that will save the list of protected manu- 
factures. Whatthe spirited Demecrats would 
be glad to see would be the appointment on the 
Ways and Means of some such Republican as 
Fitch of New-York or Nelson of Minnesota—men 
who are outspoken in favor of a revision of cus- 
toms duties, although they are strong Republic- 
ans, A little dash on the Speaker’s part would 
prove as refreshing just now as a second edition 
of the President’s message.

Senator Chandler is understood to be annoyed 
by the publication of the report that he is lead- 
ing the opposition to the eonfirmation of Mr. 


Lamar as Supreme Court Judge. None of the 
Senators on his side have taken the trouble to 
deny that heis the “leader” and that they are 
expected to look to the pensive Senator from 
New-Hampshire to direct the Repubiican vote 
on confirmations. Mr. Chandler is eapecially 
distressed because some one has suggested that 
as Lamar voted for Chandler’s confirmation as 
Secretary of the Navy Chandler is therefore un- 
der obligation to. support Lamar now. To that 
suggestion Mr. Chandler is quoted as saying 
that if Mr. Lamar voted for Chandler 
as @& matter of business it does not 
follow that Mr. Chandler should vote for 
Mr. Lamar for the same reason. The Senate, 
so faras the Republicans are concerned, may 
need a ‘leader.’ Mr. Edmunds has not suc- 
ceeded in demonstrating his ability to hold 
them together to defeat the President’s nomina- 
tions. Neither has Mr. Hoar. Indeed, there are 
Senators who have spoken very disrespeetfully 
of the attempts of those ‘old stagers” to pro- 
voke what they have called a “ cheap” opposi- 
tion. if there are any of the Senators who hesi- 
tate and really feel the need of guidance by a 
positive mind they will find Chaudler positive 
enough to help them wonderfully. If Mr. 
Chandler succeeds in defeating Lamar he 
will let the country know to whom it is 
indebted for the Senate’s action. Then it 
will be a difficult matter for the Senaters to 
acquire credit forany exploint against the Ad- 
ministration. Mr. Chandler will rise at once to 
the top notch, and Edmunds, Hoar, Ingalls, and 
the rest may learn to follow him unhesitatingly 
as the new manager for the grand old party. 
Mr. Chandler has laid out an extensive cam- 
paign. While the other Senators have been 
oozing away their time his ingenious mind has 
sketched outa campaign that will thoroughly 
engross the Senate’s attention. If Mr. Chandler 
can * round ap” his associates it will be a great 
year forthe pensive Senator from New-Hamp- 
shire and a very bad year for the graver Sen- 
ators over whom he proposes to establish him- 
self asa ‘new boss.”

hours from 10 1n the morning till2 or 3 of the 
afternoon; but he believes that such reasons 
should not operate as regards Governmental lines 
and that the Government should know no pre- 
ferred patrons ag to rates for like classes of 
business or asto order of transmission. The 
rates to be namedin his amendment are based 
upona wunitof 100 words or fraction thereof, 
apd are as follows: For 500 miles or 
less, 25 cents; between 500 and 1,000 wiles, 
30 cents; between 1,000 and 1,500 miles, 
35 cents; between 1,500 and 2,000 miles, 40 
cents; between 2,000 and 3,000 miles, 45 cents, 
and for more than 3,000 miles, 50 cents. When 


more than one copy of the same dispatch is sent’ 


to different newspapers at the same or at differ- 
ent offices, the Postmaster-General is to pre- 
prac the rates to be charged for the ‘‘drop” 
copies.

Joel 
Parker of New-Jersey, while visiting friends at 
1,019 Mount Vernon-street, this city, yesterday, 
was stricken with paralysis and died at 1 o’clock 
this morning.

he had a slight attack of paralysis and Dr.

OHIO LEGISLATORS FIX UP A SLATE FOR 


THE CAUCUS. 

CoLtumMBus, Ohio, Jan. 1.—The Sixty- 
eighth General Assembly will convene to-mor- 
row morning, and the indications strongly fore- 
shadow a big political wrangle at the opening. 
The Republicans have 25 members in the Senate, 
and at the caucus last night 24 members were 
present. Before the caucus convened 14 of 
those who had axes to grind formed a combina- 
tion, and when the caucus met the slate was 
made up. The first intimation that the 10 
Senators out of the combination had that the 


offices had been ail parceled out was after the 
voting for candidates commenced. The combina- 
tion filled every office, leaving 10 Republican Sen- 
ators without a voice in the organization. The 
solidity of the combination was without a paral- 
lelin Ohio polities, and the self-assuraace of 
thoss init was simply amazing. The Senators 
who formed the alliance were Messrs. Alexander 
of Summit, Brown, Mack, and Richardson of 
Hamilton, Morrison and Taylor of Cuyahoga, 
Cole of Scioto, Coulter of Jefferson, Fora of 
Geauga, Keer of Richland, Massie o? Ross, Ran- 
nelis of Vinton, Rathbone of Butler, and Snyder 
of Stark, 14 in all, Their action was not im ac- 
cordance with the principles of Kepublicanism, 
and bad blood will result. Instead of a caucus 
it was a ratification of a slate made by schemers 
for personal ends. 

The Sunday Herald, Republican organ, de- 
nounces the outrage and advises the disfran- 
chised to bolt the alleged caucus nominations. 
All day long the politicians have been earnestly 
discussing the situation, and the indications are 
that a bolt will follow unless a compromise of 
some kind is made, The minority claim that the 
combination that carried matters along in so 
high-handed a manner last night have also ar- 
ranged for the organization of the vari- 
ous committees, but this is denied. Lieut.- 
Gov. Lyon condemns the work of last 
night. Congressman Pugsley does not hesitate 
to speak of the result as an outrage, while Con- 
gressman Grosvenor is not inclined to look 
favorably uponit. To add to the humiliation of 
the average statesmen and office seekers, the 
combination elected three ladies to fill the 
places of experienced clerks that were candi- 
dates for re-election. The minority are very in- 
dignant and threaten to bolt, but it is quite 
doubtful of their having the nerve to do this, 
altheugh the Democratic Senators offer induce- 
ments.

WHILE 


AT HOUMA. 


SEVEN BLOCKS SWEPT AWAY CAUSING 
A Loss oF $150,000, 

NeEw-ORLEans, Jan. 1.—Fall details of 
the tire in Houma are received, which show the 
first reports were notexaggerated. The fire origi- 
nated in the office of the parish tax collect- 
or, a two-stery frame building, very old 
and as inflammable as tinder. The office was on 
the upper floor, in the rear of the building. The 
fire is supposed to have been occasioned 
by the defectiveness of a coal heater 
fiue. All the valuable papers of this 


office were burned, Stretching from this point 
up the bay to Terrebonne as far as the Houma 
station, Was a succession of nothing but frame 
buildings in close proximity to each other 
on both sides of Main-street. The tre 
department of Houma, responded promptly and 
scarcely 10 minutes elapsed after the signal be- 
fore all three companies were doing good work. 
The flames spread rapidly under the influence 
of a stiff northeast wind, and in less than 
three hours from the outbreak more than 
seven blocks were swept away, invuiving a total 
loss of about $150,000. Twenty business houses 
and 100 dwellings were destroyed. Scores of 
families, white and black, losteverything and are 
homeless and destitute. Nancy Wright, a colored 
woman,owned nearly the eutire block, on which 
were a2 number of steres. Everythmg was 
swept clean. She was notinsured. The insur- 
ance on the burned buildings covered a small 
portion of the loss and was mainly in home com- 
panies. An appeal was sent out for relief, and 
several thousand dollars have already been for- 
warded. Senator Randali Gibson, who passed

A HUGE OBELISK PROJECTED. 

CuicaGo, Jan. 1.—Much interest has been 
developed locally by the latest suggestion re- 
garding the proposed monument to commemo- 
rate the valor of the police at the Haymarket 
riot. Edwin Lee Brown, a prominent member 
of the Citizens’ Association, in an interview to- 
day gives the details of the idea. The plan is to 
purchase the mammoth rough shaft of granite 
near Rockland, Me., and fashion it into the 


tallest obelisk in the world. The largest obelisk 
now standing is the one at the Lateran in Rome. 
It is 105 feet in heignt and weighs 510 tons. 
The one in New-York is 694 feet in height and 
weigbs 224 tons. The proposed obelisk to be 
erected at the centre of the Haymarket-square, 
and wouid be 115 feet high, not counting a sub- 
structure 35 feet in height. Its weight would 
be 650 tons. Mr. Brown estimates the cost, in- 
cluding transportation by way of the St. Law- 
rence River and the Great Lakes, at $100,000. 
He tbinks that sum, for the project in view, 
could be raised with even greater ease than the 
$5,000 originally proposed, which has already 
been largely exceedgd by contributions mainly 
in dimes and quarters.

AN END TO_THE COAL FAMINE. 
PITTSBURG, Jan. 1.—The New Year smiled 
upon the rivermen. For many months they 
have been waiting and hoping for a rise that 
would permit them to supply the cities down 
the Ohio with coal. When, a few days ago, the 
rivers began to freeze over they almost gave up 


hope, Yesterday morning, however, they were 
jubilant. The indications were most favorable. 
A large amount of coal will leave Pittsburg to- 
day, probabiy 4,000,000 or 5,000,000 bushels. 
At 6 o’clock to-night at Morgantown the river 
was four teet nine inches, and rising; at 
Rice’s Landing five feet six inches, and rising, 
aud at Parker one foot two inches, and rising. 
All up the Allegheny heavy snow had fallen on 
Saturday, and the warmer weather began to 
make the Allegheny come up, anditis now ex- 
ected to boom in the usual style before morn- 
ng. The lower river country, notably Cincin- 
nati and Louisville, will likely see the end of 
their coal famine in a few days.

ONE-THOUSAND-MILE RATES. 
Cuicago, Jan. 1.—Chairman Blanchard 
of the Central Traftic Association has prepared 
anew proposition, or rather revamped an old 
one, on the mileage question, and has sent it out 
to the managers of the association lines for their 


vote on its adoption. He proposes that 1,000- 
wile tickets shall be sold by all companies at 
$30, with a revute when the mileage coupons 
are used of $10 to the original purchaser, the 
contract providing for 1s nou-transference or 
the return of the extra $10 to any one but the 
person to whom the ticket wassold. Thisis avirt- 
ual reduction of mileage tickets to 2 cemts a wile, 
wath a restriction arranged to prevent any large 
amount of sealpingin their use. The same sys- 
tem \ ‘sin effect before the inter-State iaw went 
into operation, and it worked satisfactorily. 
The seuding out of this new proposition is an in- 
dication that the Central Traftic roads rejected 
the proposition to sell 1,000-mile tickets at 24 
cents a mile.

THE “BALD EAGLE” OOMES 
DOWN FROM HIS PERCH. 
GEN. HUSTED ACKNOWLEDGES HIMSELF 

BEATEN BUT WILL DRAG HIS 

FRIENDS INTO THE CAUCUS. 

ALBANY, Jan. 1.—The Bald Eagle has 
come down off his perch, but he deelines to as- 
sociate with any such ordinary birds as Fremont 
Cole of Schuyler. He admits now that he is 
beaten badly, but he refused to recognize the 
fact by surrendering gracefully to his rival before 
the sun went down. He pondered all day over 
the problem whether it was better to be or not to 
be—bdetter to bea Bald Eagle with five tailfeathers 
and all his plumage intact, or a goose stripped 
of his down and doomed to waddle throuch the 
session en webbed feet. His friends endeavored 
to reason with him and convince him that it was 
far more politic to abandon the ficld than to 
create a division in the ranks of the “ grand old 
party” by taking what little strength he has into 
the caucus. “I’ve got 19 votes and I’m going 
into the caucus in order to protest against ma- 
chine rule,” was all that the General would say. 
True, the number is a little high, but those are 
the General’s figures. Two days ago he had, 
according to the same method of bookkeeping, 
31 votes, and when that tetal was questioned 
he positively declared that the skeptics knew 
nothing at all—nothing absolutely, either about 
his canvass or politics, or anything else, not 


even religion. About 16 gentlemen have been 
clinging to his fortunes for 84 hours. He hoped 
to have Moody of Ontario and Haskell of Ni- 
agara on the list to-day, but those two gentle- 
men came into his headquarters, regretted their 
inavility to support him, and then joined 
the Cole forces. It has been a sorrowful 
day for his 16. They realize that they are 
in a box whose lid once closed agown 
removed all hope of good positions on commit- 
tees for themselves, and of committee clerkships 
and fat, well-kept pageships for their constitu- 
ents. ‘They have been in a distressing frame of 
mind, and every one of them has signified to the 
Bald Eagle that he was making a great mistake 
in remaining in the field. Curtis of St. Law- 
rence, Burns and Rhodes of Westchester, Mc- 
Kenzie of Genesee, Beatty of Oneida, and Acker 
of Steuben were as restless as men well could be, 
To all the expostulations of these gentlemen the 
General replied: * I’m going into the caucus to 
protest against machine rule.” 

Thus did he run his own little machine with 
the master’s iron hand. Just as the lamps were 
being lighted half a dozen of his men kicked 
violently and swore they would go no further 
with him. It was now his turn to expostulate, 
and he did so with such effect that the threat- 
ened outbreak was staid for the time. The min- 
jature volcano had not ceaged rumbling when the 
hour for supper arrived, did the apprehensive 
General ordered Sam, his colored boy, to have 
his supper brought to his room. 

Some of Gen. Husted’s friends arrived here 
to-day, but they were a little late. Among them 
were Capt. Chester 8. Cole of Corning, ex-As- 
semblyman C. D. Baker, formerly of Steuben 
and now of New-York; Harry 8. Pierce of Can- 
andaigua, ex-Senator A. M. Holmes of Madi- 
son, who was on his way to New-York; ex- 
Consul James Low of Niagara, and ex- 
Controller James A, Wadsworth of Living- 
ton. They were all gratified to learn that 
if the Bald Eagle insists upon going into 
the caucus as a candidate to-morrow night 
he would take an additional step—he would 
become a reformer (with a capitai R,) and con- 
tinue as such throughout the session. Re- 
formers generally will welcome eo able a con- 
vert to their ranks. They know of noman who 
could, if he would, better promote the cause, or 
upon whom reform would have a more benefi- 
cial effect. But fear is expressed that reform 
may go to the foot of the calendar some fine 
morning and a Poughkeepsie Bridge bill sudaen- 
ly pop up in its place. wane 

While no canvassing was in progress in the 
Cole headquarters during the day, the doors 
were wide open, and members who arrived in 
the city and desired to enroll themselves were 
not denied the opportunity. Among those who 
eagerly embraced it were Gallagher of Buffalo, 
Van Gorder of Wyoming, Enz of Tompkins, 
whom the General had on his * doubtful” list; 
Flaherty and Kimball of St. Lawrence, Moody of 
Ontario, Haskell ot Niagara, and Mayuard of 
Madison. Just what Mr. Cole’s total number of 
votes is now nobody knows and nobody cares. 
Generally itis knuwn that between 50 and 60 
members have pledged themselves to Mr. Cole, 
and as only 37 are required to nominate in the 
caucus the bookkeeping necessary to arrive at 
the exact total represents work that is entirely 
superfluous, 

he Bald Eagle is the only man who feels that 
he must keep informed about the details of his 
canvass. While the friends of Mr. Cole are ab- 
solutely indifferent whether he withdraws from 
the field or goes into the caucus, they cannot re- 
frain from observing that Mr. Cole has rendered 
enough favors to Mr, Husted inthe past to en- 
title him to fairer treatment than that which 
the General preposes. Some of them are 
uncharitable enough to add that Mr. 
Husted’s course illustrates a character- 
istic so peculiar to his nature, that 
of looking out. tirst for No. 1, and 
afterward for the rest of mankind; 
The General, in the more engrossing cares of his 
own canvass, bas forgotten that there are so9me 
Miller men, some Hiscvek men, and some inde- 
pendent Republicans, generally supporting Mr. 
Cole, as well as some Platt men. Considering 
his recent visit to Boss Platt in the Broadway 
oftice of Quarantine Commissioner John A. 
Nichols for the purpose of procuring aid, no spe- 
cial “emphasis” will be given to any attitude 
which he may, out of pique, assume in the cau- 
cus. 

‘he most of the Republican Senators are now 
here. The latest arrivals were Messrs. Erwin, 
Vedder, Sloan, and Low. Senator Fassett, who 
has been suttering with pleurisy, has gone to 
Fortress Mouroe to be absent till about the 10th 
inst. With the St. Lawrence members came 
Editor A, A. Smith of Ogdensburg, who thought 
he might witness a little fun here, but who is 
compelled to admit that the organization of the 
Legislature as a whole is as devoid of life this 
year as any he ever witnessed. 

Assemblyman William F, Sheehan, and Judge 
Grecne of Orange, who will lead the Democratic 
minority in the Assembly, have arrived, and the 
battle can now proceed. Among the late ar- 
rivals are Senators Cantor aud Reilly of New- 
York, Gen, Henry A. Barnum and Commissioner 
Hess, and aswarm of Democratic members. 

Gen. Barnum is a candidate for Sergeant-at- 
Arms of the Senate, and in his cause are enlisted 
a large number of Republicans who believe that 
his war record and bis wounds entitle him to 
this reeognition. Two candidates are pitted 
against him, oue a Livingston man named 
Arnold, the other Senator John Raines’s man, 
John W. Corning of Wayne. 

Assemblyman Ainsworth is expected to nomi- 
nate Mr. Cole in the caucus. Lhe Bald Kagle 
very emphatically declines to perform this 
gracious act. The Generaiis weary, in fact, is 
Worn out, and is very wroth, and he emitted to- 
night some very sulphurous utteranees about a 
United States Senator nameit Hiscock interfer- 
ing in the organization of the Assembly. He 
dec.ared that he might have been elected with 
the aid of the Democratic votes had he chosen to 
accept them, but bis manhood and his love for 
the grand old party prevented him from en- 
couraying such a fusion. Of course, this is 
very much in the nature of drivel, The Gen- 
eral’s army Will assemble at 9 o'clock to-mor- 
row woruing and determine whether they sball 
drag him out by the beeisor whether he shall 
pull them into the caucus by the neck.

A POLITICAL MURDER. 


M'ENERY’S LIVELY CAMPAIGN IN LOUIS- 
IANA. 

New-OrRLEANS, Jan. 1.—When the pres- 
ent campaign opened and the office holding sec- 
tion of the Democratio: Party set about securing 
their tenure for another four years by re-elect- 
ing the incumbent Governor they found them- 
selves weakened by an important defection. 
The city Commissioner of Public Works, John 
Fitzpatrick; the Commissioner of Police and 
Public Buildings, Patrick Mealey; Civil Sheriff, 
Thomas Duffy, and Recorder Robert Davey took 
sides against the renomination of McEnery, and 
in favor of Gen. Nicholls. Being rich, the ruler of 
their wards, those the largest wards in the city, 


the McEnery people at once dubbed them the 
“Big Four,” and they have been the subject of 
the incessant attack of the McEnery press, which 
charged them with the responsibility of the bad 
municipal government. Mayor Genllotte, on 
the other hand, has been a most devoted sup- 
porter of McEnery, and has manipulated the 
police force in his interests. Scores of the 
* finest” in the community have been appointed 
special officers on the city pay roll and detailed 
for political work for the Mcknery cause. 

Fitzpatrick @and Mealey submitted good- 
naturedly to the attack of their opponents. 
Both announced that they were not candidates 
tor re-election, but they maintain their attitude 
as the Nicholls chieftains of this city, the most 
impregnable bulwark, as 1t were, against the 
McEnery scheme of cleaning the city. 

About 1 u’clock this morning Mr. Mealey, with 
a party of political and personal friends, ad- 
journed from the Nicholls committee room and 
entered the barroom of William Johnson, at 21 
St. Charles-street, to get a drink. The party 
consisted of Congresswan Nat Wallace, Assistant 
Chief Engineer James Donovan, Police Captain 
McCaffrey, John Delaney, Mike Walsa, and Dan 
Markey. While standing drinking at the bar 
Louis Clare, a notorious hoodlum and special 
officer of the Mayor, entered the saloon. He 
was accompanied by John Gibson, another des- 
perado, who is awaiting trialfor highway rob- 
bery, and is meantime a McEnery canvasser in 
the First (Mealey’s) Ward, and half adozen others 
of like character. This party were all very 
much intoxicated, ard as soon as they saw who 
were in the saloon they began shouting for Mc- 
Enery. Mealey good-naturedly advanced to- 
ward Clare, ;when the latter and his friends 
drew their revolvers and opened fire on Mealey 
and bis friends. Some 25 or 30 shots 
were fired, and in a moment it was dis- 
covered that Mealey had been shot in the 
stomach through the kidneys. Mike Walsh had 
two bullet wounds, one in the breast and the 
other in the stomach, while Dan Markey was 
shot in the face, and his mouth and jaw were 
shattered. Mealey seemed to realize fully that 
he was fatally hurt, and so informed his friends, 
who sent for a cab to remove him to the hos- 
pital, Clare and Gibson after the shooting at- 
tempted to run away, but were arrested, one by 
Capt. McCaffrey, and the other by Assistant 
Engineer Donovan, and locked up. 

After Mealey was put in the cab others of the 
gang cut the reine so that the cab could not be 
driven. and then the ambulance was sent for 
which finally conveyed him to the hospital. An 
examination showed that the wound was mortal, 
and he was made as comfortable as possible, 
and his wife and children sent for. He lingered 
Ser until 2 o’clock, when death came to his 
relief. 

Patrick Mealey was a native of Ireland, aged 
40 vears. He was brought by his parents to 
this city while a child, and rose from a cotton 
press yardman to be one of the leading figures 
1n local politics and one of the executive officers 
of this city for the last 10 years. He wasa 
member of [rad Ferry Fire Company No. 12, and 
was its presiding officer for many years. He 
was always afriend of the workingman, being 
one of the organizers of the Cotton Yardmen’s 
Association, of which he was the first President, 
holding the office until his death A man of 
commanding presence, of massive proportions, 
he attracted attention in the midst of the largest 
assemblage. He was a devoted husband, and 
the father of six children, a level-headed, gen- 
erous, Warm-hearted man. 

The desperate gang were heard to boast of 
their work, and to declare that others of the 
* Big Four” were going the same way. The at- 
tack was so sudden and unexpected that not a 
pistol was drawn on the Mealey side. Walsh 
and Gibson were also removed to the hospital, 
and the wounds of the former were also found to 
be mortal. Gibson was horribly disfigured, but 
will probably recover, 
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BURNED OFF CAPE HORN, 


RESCUED AFTER THREE DAYS AND FOUR 
NIGHTS IN AN OPEN BOaT. 

San FRANCISCO, Jan. 1.—The bark Carl- 
ton, which arrived yesterday from Maryport, 
England, reported the rescue of the Captain, 
mate, second mate, and five of the crew of the 
German bark Johanna, who had been three days 
and four nights in an open boat. The story re- 
lated by the Captain of the Carlton is as follows; 

‘Our vessel left Maryport, England, Aug. 24. 
We had heavy weather, and did not leave the 
Channel until Sept. 21. In latitude 49° 43’, 
longitude 3° 46’, we encountered a heavy south- 
west gale, which split several of our sails. The 
weather moderated and we crossed the equato- 


rial line Oct. 25. Five days later we picked up 
the olficers and crew of the German bark Jo- 
hanna, which was burned off Cape Horn. The 
Johanna left Shieids July 31, with 1,146 tans 
of coal, bound to Iquique. She had a crew 
of 17 men and had usual weather to 
Cape Horn. On Oct. 25, by spontaneeus com- 
bustion, the coal took fire. The crew discovered 
the tire in the fore hatch and used every means 
to subdue it, but it was of nouse. The main 
hatch burst open at 6 P. M., the flames coming 
from the fore hatch at the sametime. As the 
ahip was all on fire the crew had to take to the 
oats. 

“The first boat capsized as soon as she reached 
the water, and J. Sorenson was drowned. At 
the time it had been blowing a gale for 24 hours. 
The next boat was jowered at 9 P. M. with seven 
of the crew and the cook, this being the mate’s 
boat. The Captain asked him if he had any 
water on board. He went to get some, and 
while he was on beard the bark the crew cut 
the ptinter of the boat and left the ship. The 
Captain ordered them to come back, but they 
Were 80 excited they took no noticeof the order, 
The Captaiu’s boat left at 1:30 A. M. on the 
27th, the ship being then a mass of flames. They 
lay at the vessel’s stern for over an’ hour, and 
tnen steered for the north west. 

‘““On the 27th, at9 A. M., all the masts went 
over the side. They saw nothing of the other 
boat after leaving the vessel. The Captaii’s 
boat steered northwest for three days aud four 
night8, with heavy gales ali the time. They 
sighted the bark Carlton, Capt. Lowe, bound for 
this port, from Maryport, England, on Oct. 30, 
The names of the men who were in the missing 
boat are as follows: Cook Anderson; Seamen 
E. Lescheck, C. Hoag, C. Miller, A. Jansen, A. 
Sohrens, and F. Kergham. The crew spoke in 
the highest terms of Capt. Lowe and his officers, 
The Johauna wus a wooden vessel of 846 
tons, and was commanded by Capt. Bergwart.”

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 1.—The lately re- 
organized Indianapolis, Decatur and Western 
Railroad, formerly the Indianapolis, Decatur 
and Springreld, has practically passed into 
the possession of the Mackey Evansville 
syndicate, and will be operated in 
the system controlled by it. Aninspection trip 


was wade Thursday by President Mackey and 
his general officers, and it was satisfactory. 
The road was bought in at foreciosure 
by the second mortgage  bondhelders, 
whose holdings at par value are $2,800,- 
ooo. It is the wuderstanding that the 
syndicate bad to take all these at 40 
cents, or $1,120,000. Besides this, the 
tirst mortgage vouds, amounting to $1,800,- 
0v0, drawing 7 per cent. interest. must 
be provided for. The total cost of 
the 153 miles of read, therefore, its 
$2,920,000. It will be operated in connection 
with the Peoria, Decatur and Evansville Road, 
and a new passenger and freight line will be 
established at once between Indianapolis and 
Peoria.

NITRO-GLYCERINE DID IT 


EXPERIS THINK THH EXPLO- 
SION BORN OF MALICE, 
EXAMINATION OF THE RUINS OF THE 
GAS WORKS SUGGESTS THIS THEORY 

—TALKS WITH GAS MEN. 

The works of the Equitable Gas Company 
in First-avenue, extending from Forty-second- 
street to Thirty-seventi-street, were visited yes- 
terday in spite of the rain by great crowds of 
peopie eager to look upon the effects of Satur 
day night’s explosion, They were partially dis- 
appointed in seeing the best of it, for the engine 
house, the building blown up, fronts on Forty: 
first-street, and the curious were kept from it by 
a rope extending across Forty-first-street at 
First-avenue and by a posse of policemen. 
The engine house is a complete ruin. Not 
two feet of it are standing above the ground. 
It was 50 feet square and had 20-inch brick 
walls, which now lie scattered over an area of 
400 or 500 feet about the ruins. The engine 
house was centrally situated in the works. To 
the east was the generating house, to the south 
the condensers and the purifying house, and to 
the west the meter house, each at a distance 
of only a few feet from the others. The building 
containing the condensers is nearly destroyed, 
but the other standing buildings are unburt 
save for the windows, which were blown out, 
frames and all. The engine house cellar is filled 
with broken bricks, floor beams, and twisted 
pipes. 

On Saturday night, immediately after the ex: 
plosion, the theory was maintained that the 
bursting of the exhaust pumps was the cause, 
This was shown to be untenable when daylight 
dawned, because both pumps are standing intact 
on their piers of solid masonry. R. M. C, 
Graham, President of the company, said yes- 


terday that the explosion could not have been: 
caused by gas. He thought that some mis- 
creant bad thrown a dynamite bomb or & 
cartridge of nitro-glycerine into the engine room. 

To support this theory he pointed to the force 
of the explosion and the fact that its effect was; 
worse in one particulargjpart of the build- 
ing. A little to one side of the centre 
of the room the floor is literally torn to shreds 
and forced downward at an angle of 45 degrees. 
The accident could not have been caused, he 
said, by bringing a iight into the room, because 
there was always a chandelier lighted in the 
room at night. Three minutes before the explo- 
sion the night foreman visited the engine room 
and found everything allright. Besides, Presi- 
dent Graham said, he lived at Hell Gate and had 
often witnessed explosions there while blasting 
wasin progress. ** When [came here last night,” 
said he, “I distinctly smelled the smoke of nitro. 
glycerine. I know it as well as I know the smell! 
of coffee from tea. It is a peculiar sweet odor.” 

The superintendent of the works, E. J, Enbar, 
said that the lids of the purifiers were not 
raised from the purifying boxes as they would 
have been by the pressure if gus bad caused the 
explosion. The gas retort, too, he said would 
have exploded if the pressure of the bumper had 
been too heavy. In fact, Mr. Enbar declares, 
the engine room was always looked upon as 
the safest place about a gas works and the least 
likely to be the scene of an explosion. 

Henry W. Jacobi, the Assistant Superintend- 
ent, said that this was the first serious explo- 
sion in gas works in New-York for more than 10 
years. In the former explosion the retort blew 
up, and not the engine house. He believed in 
the nitro-glycerine theory. 

The belief that the explosion was not caused 
by gas is entertained also by such experts as 
Gen. Charles Roome, ex-President of the Con- 
solidated Gas Company; President John P. Ken- 
nedy of the Matual Gaslight Company; Jymes 
R. Floyd, a builder of gas works, and others 
who visited the works yesterday. The impres- 
sion of such men coincides with that of Presi- 
dent Graham, that some person threw into the 
engine room a nitro-glycerine cartridge in the 
hope of crippling the works. It was universally 
held that no gas explosion could have done such 
extensive damage. There isnot a window in & 
building in First-avenue for six blocks about the 
works which has not several broken panes of 
glass, and the remains of some of the plate- 
glass windows look as if they had been through 
a sausage wachine. Plastering fell aboug the 
ears of the people in’ the adjoining teneménis, 
but no person in them, so far as known, was 
seriously injured. Parts of the ruined engine 
house—big beams, boards, and bricks—are scat- 
tered about ail over the gas works property. 
On the roof of the generating house, at least 200 
feet from the engine house,is a very heavy 
mass of beams and flooring, which seemed to 
have been blown there in a lump. 

Since the gas authorities are satisfied that the 
explosion was not accidental. they are locking 
about for the man who was responsible for it, 
They have discharged several men lately, but, 
of course, Cannot pointto any of them as the 
criminal. 

Capt. Ryan of the Thirty-fifth-street police sta- 
tion was walking along First-avenue near the 
gas works when the explosion occurred. He 
said that he staggered under a perfect hailstorm 
of broken glass that fell upon him. He, like 
otber pedestrians, was thoroughly startled, Dut 
did not receive any injury, either from the shock 
or the broken glass. 

After the accident the men were put to work 
as soon as possibile to clear away the débris, but 
knowing that only one man was in the building, 
and that he must surely be dead, the work of 
clearing away the ruins was not resumed until 
morning. Then the body of the engineer, Frank 
Plaisted, was found uprisht wedged between 
timbers. He had been standing evidently at his 
post before the gauges which show the gas 
pressure. He was tound with one arm up to the 
back of his head and the other across bis breast. 
His head was mangied and his body lacerated, 
but whether by the explosion or the falling 
bricks and timber could not be told. He was 
taken to the Morgue and from there to his 
home. He leaves a wife and young child. 

The only other victim of the accident who suf- 
fered serious bodily injury was the car driver, 
Michael Kane, whose leg wus broken. Heis now 
at Bellevue Hospital and is doing well. 

There was fear expressed that parts of the 
city lighted by the Equitable Company would 
be in darkness last evening. But they have an- 
other pumping station at their works on First- 
avenue, and ha: on hand last night about 6,000,- 
OOO cubic feet of gas, which ls 2,500,000 feet more 
than necessary to supply their patrons for one 
night. They have made arrx«ngements with the 
Consolidated Gas Company to supply them with 
gas in case their present facilities will not give 
them the proper supply. 

The rebuildingof the engine house has already 
been putinto the hands of a contractor, and work 
will be begun upon itto-day. The loss to the 
company will be about $20,000. The pumps are 
not injured, and the engines which run thei are 
in newd of little repair. 

The shoek of the explosion was felt at Flush- 

ing, Whitestone, and Coilege Point, causing many 
persons to jump from their beds and look for the 
cause near home. in Long Island City build- 
ings were shaken, and glassware was knocked 
downin someof the saloons. There was con- 
sternation on board the Thirty-fourth-street 
ferryboat Long Beach, which left the New-York 
side about 11 o’clock, forthe shock of tbe ex- 
»losion caused all the gaslizhisto go out. The 
,0at was crowded with persons returning from 
the theatre, and women screamed and men 
rushed frantically about. The deck hands, how- 
ever, quickly relit the gas aud order was re 
stored.

THE DECATUR OAKES COLLISION. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—The case of the 
schooner Decatur Oakes, of which little has been 
heard since last June, when it was presumed to 
have been settled, has again been opened by her 
owner, Mr. Joshua Sayer of Newport, R. L, 
having brought the influence of Senator Aldrich 


of Rnode Island to bear to secure a hearing by 
the Navy Depariment authorities in bis behalf. 
This was 2 case of collision between the schooner 
and the man-of-war Richmond off the capes of 
the Delaware on May 29, and the stories as to 
which side was to blame do not agree. A board 
of officers pronounced on the case while in New- 
York, to which port the war vessel towed the 
schooner, and tixed the damages at about $400, 
With this Mr, Sayer 1s not satistied, and he sub- 
mits a bill of over $700, including the usual 
items of ship chandlery, repairs, wages of crew, 
detention, demurrage, &c., which, if the man-of- 
War was to blame, is possibly just. The ques- 
tions, however, to be decided are as to which 
the blame Is to be attached, whether the proper 
precautions to avoid collision were taken, the 
proper lookout kept, what lights were displayed, 
and so forth. The matter at present rests in the 
hands of the naval authorities to give their 
opinion on Mr. Sayer’s claims and as to which of 
the two is to be held responsible for the collision.

NEW PUBLICATIONS 


SOME NOVELS OF THE YEAR, 

An English literary man, bringing figures 
so fiction, stringing romances, notas pearls on 
a ribbon, but as onions on a rope, tells us 
“that at the present day we are being sup- 
plied with novels at the rate of something like 
400 ayear, Outof this number how many 
can claim what they profess to be, viz., 
real works of fiction?” Then this statisti- 
cal Diogenes goes on to say: “The fault lies 
in the public taste, and as long as the de- 
mand keeps up writers who have their 
bread to win may be exensed if they keep 
on working a profitable vein, even after 
they have exhausted its literary merits,” 
We are te.suppose that this latter remark 
is applicable only to those writers of fiction 
who have an established reputation, for 
both in this country and England, for those 
who are not among the first 
chances of gajning their bread is ridiculously 
small. 

Mr. Walter Besant. diseussing romance 
Writing and writers in a 
magazine, takes by no means a cheerful 
view the situation. He informs his 
readers that *t three-feurths of the noyels 
thar are published should not be read by 
any oye.” He calls they * trash.” He tells us 
that ucarly all these novels have been printed 
at the expense of the authors ‘* because ne 
geod firm ef publishers would take them,” 
The guestion naturally arises, What propor- 
tion of this avalanche of rubbish has been 
dumped on eur sheres? With the preduc- 
tious ef or own anthers. adding to these 
the reprinis taken from English sources, it 
would not be outof the way te figure up 
the totalet volumes of fiction presented to 
the American public far 1887 as something 
close to GOG. The weekly notices in THE 
Timers, under the general title of ‘ New 
Keoks Reeeived,” will appreximate te the 
above figure. li has heen physically im- 
possibie to read this mass of fictivn, and for 
the uipjer part it would have been fruitless 
te discuss them. It seems as if it were a 
senseless pucthed of eriticism to give merit 
to a book of figtion in aecordance with the 
number of its pages, but the rule seems to 
have held good that the longer the fiction 
the worse it was. k 

here is a wide and constantly diverg- 
ing opinion between what an Amerl- 
can and an English reviewer thinks is a 
good book. What we wenld consider a 
very ordinary and commonplace piece of 
literary werk often receives in such Eng- 
lish reviews as make or unmake English 
reputations praise of the most eulogisti¢ 
kind, Noyels by writers who have written 
a good nevyel 20 years ago and have pro- 
duced every 14% moptiis since then ane or hwo 
volumes sseil tu reeeiye eredit for what 
they have done in the past and net for 
their present work, This we spppese 
is the drift of the English critic we 
have quoted, who eauiplains of those who 
keep working a profitable vein even " after 
they have exhausted its literary merits.” 
Those writers whoin Kngland te-day haye 
not, then, * exhausted” themselves one still 
delights in reading, but fiction mannfactir- 
ers of n second-rate gpality receive far less 
recognition here than abroad, — There is, 
we believe, this general fault found even 
with English romance writers of established 
reputation, and that is that they are tea 
long. The English author and publisher 
cater to the wants of the  cirenlating 
library. Englishnien, and English women, it 
is supposable, read romances in a severely 
methodical way. li is not pleasure or reere- 
ation they seek, buf duty, So many miles 
are to be coyered, or so many glasses of 
spirits or beerare to be ahserbed every 24 
hours, They apparently read fiction in the 
same nevel from

We are paying less 
attention to the transplauting of the repub- 
lican in a foreign median. Your Amerigan 
in Italy or iu France we care for less and 
less. There isan inelination to be rather 
indifferent to the Boston or the New-York 
or the Philadeiphia man wio has lost 
his country. We smile at Chamisso’s 
Peter schlemihl, but don't like him 
because he has lest his shadow. There 
have been new people who haye given 
Aineriean fiction a ncwimpulse. Place dus 
Demes, For originality ef conception, the 
handling of a subject of exceeding frailness, 
that a woman should ever believe in man’s 
constancy, for a subtle analysis of femule 
character, for a tropical power of deserip- 
tion, fer the production of work of fiction 
which approaches no other model, we give 


a high piace to Mrs. Wildrick’s ‘A Zealot | 


in Tulle,” (Messrs. Appleton.) Mrs. Wildrick 
has made her own un episode in 
Jucksen’s battle time, and describes with 
a brilliant pen how Old Hickory captured 
a Spanish fort. A hidden treasure has 
been the backbone of many a romance, but 
rarely has the hiding of it by the Spanish 
Goyernor been betier teld, or in a more 
novel way, Through the book fits the 
spirit of an Indian girl, and without heed- 
ing it perhaps Mrs. Wildrick Fapros wees 
that old and terrible sacrifice of human 
life when a treasure was to be hidden, 
Vhere is a grand oid soldier in the romance, 
a reminiseence of the past, that gon pecking 
link between the army ofiicer of to-day anc 
his father who fought at Lundy’s Lane. 
The struggie between the fast-coming se- 
nility of Col. Finisterre and the neces- 
sities to be wide awake, sa as to 
cope with the exigencies of the 
service, make this single e¢haracter 
one whieh alone could carry through the 
book. The noyel has several outbursts of 
womaniy passion in it which sweep its 
pages, showing marked poetical tendency. 
There is a keenness in laying bare the mo- 
tives of a hypocritical woman, and in the 
study of her ways of speech, in the details 
of her methods of domg things, which 
show pet so much careful study, but that 
appreciativeness which must have come 
through intuition. For the impressionist of 
that better school who wants substance, 
with the play of many fleeting lights and 
shadows, the *‘ Zealot in Tulle” will furnish 
delightful reading. More than one reputa- 
tion for ability in fiction has rested on 
much less solid ground than that which dis- 
tinguishes the author of "A Zealot In Tulle,”

the Blue Ridge” (J. B. Lippincott Company, 
Philadelphia) shows the muthor to possess 
powers which were hardly suspected, ‘The

fume of the violet there comes an ammoni- 
aca lreek as it were, for no man ean clean a 
cow, or eurrycomb a horse and net snjell 
of the guimals, 

Last and not Jeast eames Mr. Haroid Fred- 
eric’s *'Beth’s Brother's Wife,” (Charies 
Seribner’s Sons.) Here Mr. Frederic has se- 
lected a new field of fiefion, having taken 
an episode from political life in the State of 
New-York. The author has knewn how to 
work into this romanee many strong dra- 
matic effeets. The characters in ‘ Beth’s 
Brother's Wife,” especially those on the 
Fairchild farm, seem to have the anthen- 
ticity ef portraits. Modern writers are fond 
of presenting to eurion§ readers glimpses of 
newspaper life, and Mr. Frederie is the 
happiest of interpreters of this peeuliar eall- 
ing, Such a remanee as this ene is ta serve in 
the future as astudy of miner State polities, 
It is in the qramatie portionsof this novel 
that Mr, Frederic shows great strength. Itisa 
noyel essentially demonstrating an anther’s 
virility in contradistinetion with the namby- 
pambhy, ‘sweet elderly lady” demonstra- 
tiveness, Which, though pretty enough and 
nies enough, is samewhat eneryating mod- 
ern American fiction.

With the appearance of the present yvol- 
ume this important work becomes half com- 
pleted. The original anneuncement prom- 
ised that the entire work would be finished 
in six yolumes, and it 1s certainly ereditable 
tothe judgment of those who passed an 
estimate en the amount of * copy” likely to 
be turned out that no change will be neces- 
sary in the first place, fer, haying reached 
so farin the L’s as Leckwood the journey 
threugh the alphabet is obviously 
half completed. Heretofore no Amer- 
ican biographical dictionary of any- 
where near the size and seepe of this 
had been attempted, ‘The enterprise is 
really as much an advance on previous dic- 
tionaries 2s the New American Cyclopedia 
was anadyanee on the works ef its elass 
which had gone before it. What has been 
said in praise of the first and segend 
volumes might simply be repeated and ap- 
plied to this, the third, exeept that, as the 
work preceeds, the reader becames more 
and more impressed by the extensive in- 
dustry of all who have had any hand in its 
preparation. 

The volume is conspicuous for the emi- 
nent names that it ineludes, Six of the 
Presidents are here— Harrison,” by Arthur 
E. Bestwick; ‘‘ Hayes,” by Carl Schurz; 
* Lincoln,” by John Hay; “Jackson,” by 
John Fiske; * Jefferson,” by James Parton 
and “Johnsen,” by James Phelan, anc 
among other public men are * Hamilton,” 
by Henry Cabot Lodge; ‘‘Hanecock,” by J. 
Henry Hager; * Patrick Henry,” by Wiil- 
iam Wirt Henry; ‘t Lafayette,” by John 
Fiske, and ‘Robert E. Lee,” by George 
Cary Eggleston. In several of these 
cases will be observed the special 
ilitness ot the writers for the 
subjects assigned them, for example, Mr, 
Schurz in the case of Hayes. Again, Mr. 
Henry, who writes the sketch of his an- 
costor, has for years heen vollecting mate- 
rial for a life ef the greatorator of Virginia 
and it was probably the use of this materia 
more than anything else that led Prof, 
Tyler in his monograph on Henry te dispel 
s0 many erroneous and discreditable impres- 
sions as te Henry’s origin and as to his 
character inearly life. Mr. Willham Wirt 
Henry has taken good care to state the 
facts here in accordance with their evi- 
aence, 

The men and women who were not 
Americans and yet who are included con- 
tinue to form an interesting list, Among 
them are Haklinyt, the author of the 
** Voyages;” Sir John Hawkins, to whom we 
are indebted for the first English account 
ot Florida; Sir Arthur Helps, who wrate 
histories of the Spanish discoverers and dis- 
coyeries in the New World: Headon, who 
made the statue of Washington new in the 
Capitol at Richmond, and Josephine, the 
first wife of Napoleon, who interceded for 
Toussaint L’Ouyerture, and who urged Na- 

voleon to cede Louisiana to the United 
states. Probably few people will ever think 
to look in this work for a sketch of these 
persons, and yet one ean see acertain titness 
in their presenee, since their deeds and in- 
finenee are a part of Ameriea’s history. 

Three of our greatest authors are here— 
Irving, Helmes, and Hawtherne. The 
Irying sketch is by Donald G. Mitchell, 
who knew Ipying personally and loved him 
well, and who long ago declared of Irying 
that he had *t taught a nation to leve him.” 
There is a full-page steel portrait of Irving, 
and, of course, a view of Sunny Side, which 
latter, howeyer, fails to show the. river. 
That the sketch of Hawthorng is by George 
William Curtis isto say enough. QGneconld 
have wished for a large Hawthorne par- 
trait, eyen if if had involved the loss of the 
large one of Hanceck. The sketch of Dr. 
Holmes by Rossiter Johusen is top brief— 
only two columns long—which is less space 
than is given to W. D. Howells, and less 
than is given to Sam Houston. The space 
assigned to Gev. Hill, though perhaps ade- 
quate in one sense, seems out of keeping 
with his ex officio elaims; be gets only a 

**stiekful.” The account of Father Hecker 
makes mere clear than the cammon state- 
ments the extent of his connection with the 
Breok Farm community.

Archdea- 
econ Farrar has taken a his nd in the conire- 
yersy and selected as the best three Dante 
Shukespeare, and Milten, and as the second 
best three Kpictetus, Mayeus Aurelins, ane 
the *Imitatio Christi,” the one list being 
entirely pactical and the other entirely re- 
ligiens. 

—Mr. Swinburne’s Shakespeare-Bacon 
contribution to the Nineteenth Century for 
January will haye for its title, 't Dethron- 
ing Tennyson; a Contribution to the Ten- 
nyson-Darwin Contzeversy.” The Athen@um 
explains that Mr. Swinburne has been in- 
trusted, it seems, with the paners ef Miss 
Celia Hobbes, a_ lady eae abin 7 (aun- 
justly) in Hanwell Asylum, who has devoted 
many years and extraordinary erypto- 
graphic asiuteness to preying the Darwin- 
lan authors lip af the poems attributed to 
Lord Yennyson.

dedicated by Miss Hobbes herself to ‘The 
great telegraphic school of Shakespeareans 
—the illustrious poetical critics and Eliza- 
bethan scholars of the Daily Telegraph.” 

—Among the portraits which the Baok 
Buyer will paint diving the new year are 
portraits of W. Hamilton Gibson, Edith M.

WHA SOME NEW-BNGLAND 
MANUFAOQIURERS SAY. 
A GENERAL BELIEF THAT THE TARIFF 


NEEDS REVISION ANP THAT AS IT 
STANDS NOW IT IS OPPRESSIVE. 


Boston, Dee, 81,—There 1s ane point 
upon which e¥ery protectionist and every tariff 
reformer with whom THE Tistes's correspondent 
has camein contactagree. The former admits 
and the latter elaims that the tariff isin need of 
reyision. The tapiff reformer will generally be 
found fortified with facts and figures with whigh 
to strengthen his assertion that to the present 
tariff is due the loss gf a Yast amofint of money 
invested in iron works threyghout New-Eocland 
and that to thy same ¢ause shauid be attributed 
the hand-to-mouth situatien in which the wool 
manufacturers find themselves to-day. He is 
also ready to name a last ling of other industries 
that haye suffered from tariff oppres- 
sion, e and his general plea for tan 
revisjan 1g meade en the ground = that 
the regult will benefit the country at large 
and de littie hurt that ganuesh he remaried hy 
improved business metheds, whereas the pres- 
sent tariff, in his eninion, dogs much hurt and 
little good. The pratectionigt admits thut the 
present tariff is siudded with inequalities 
which should be remoyed, but not immediately. 
From @ purely businegs standpoint perhans 
their remoyal conld nat be too quickly managed, 
but there ig somethipg else to be considered, and 
this is not entirely unconnected with politics. 
The average protectiqnist is nat ready to ask 
for the passage of a maasure which might preye 
generally beneficial except af the hands ef the 
Repudlican Party, If the tariff is fo be refarmed 
letif be oor emote its friends; thig is the pra- 


tec Honist’s ery, uttered on the heels of an ad- 
wissioa that the tariff needs revision. 


It is hardly necessary’ to state that between 
the two classes there are many polats af differ- 
ence, butoue of these is $0 constantly popping 
up as te have begome a familiar spirit. The 
protectionist, if ha he a manufacturer, will gen- 
erally agree that under a tariff which admits raw 
materials iree and does not put tov smal! au em- 
barge on manufaetured articigs, he would not 
be embarrassed; in fact hig business might he 
increased, But--and at this juneture he becomes 
doubly impressive—how would such a tacifi 


of afew hundred miles--have given expression 
to this sentiment, the hearer is apt te lose some- 
thing of that sense of inpending disaster which 
hesets him ppon listening to it for the first time. 
The oftener he hears if the less etlect it hus 
upon him, until finally he is in danger of 
coneluding that, if s@ many eouid make a 
good thing under tariff refarm, perhaps the 
country at larue mtalit be able to pull thraugh 
tou. Of course, he still retains his first impras- 
sion vegarding the intense thaughtfulness of 
protegtionists Who would Jet slip a much larger 
profit than they new wake rather than put their 
neighbors ta pusgible ineanyenience. The aver- 
age tariff yeformer does not pose on so lofty a 
pedestal. He claims that sugh a tariff revision 
us President Cleveland seems to fayor would 
benefit not only himself but the entire country. 
He shows no willingness to sacyitice his own 
welfare for tkat of others wha are not endan- 
gered and Whe are just as well able to take care 
of themselves as he is. He ealis the present 
turiff oppressive instead of protective, and it 
appears to bea matter of indifference to him 
which political party gives him relief, se long as 
he gets it. He confesses, howey¥er, that ke has 
no hepe of getting relief from the party that 
made the tariff when it was a neccasity, and 
that has refused to see that the contingencies 
which demanded it ne longer exist. 
a * 


THE Timne’s correspondent talked with mem- 
bers of both of these classes to-day, James 
Means & Co. of this city has a beat and shoe 
factory at Brockton which gives employment to 
about 250 persans. Mr. Means was asked how 


his business would he affected by a reduction of 
the duty on manufactured boots and shoes. It 
would not be aflected at all directiy, he said, but 
if a reduction of duty on all kinds of manufact- 
ured gonads were mane his tusiness would ba 
benefited. Howl Inthe first place labor was 
cheaper in the boot aud ghoe manufacturing 
business in this country than ia any other gayn- 
try in the world, Tobe sure his employes and 
all others in the same line were paid two or 
three times as mueh for their labor as boot and 
shoe operatives receiyed in other countrics, but 
that fact didn’t prove that labor cost more in 
America than elsewhere because the average 
operative in un American boot and shoe factory 
gave alarger return in manufactured product 
for each dollar received in wages than did the 
operative of any other country. 


That being the ease, and hides being on the 
free list, he prohably did alarge export trade? 
He did nothing of the sort. The American boot 
and shoe export trade was hardly worth men- 
tioning. With the splendid faeilities offered by 


America for manufacturing purposes her export 
trade in boots and shoes ought to be immense; 
the tact remained that it wasn’t. The inability 
te export he blamed on the “protective” tariff. 
Tg acted likeadam. I[t raised the goneral level 
of prices artificially, so that the cost ef all 
produets was measured by a false standard. 
The export of boots and shoesin large quantities 
was barred only by a small margin of price in 
spite of the tariff, This margin wag made up in 
a yariety af ways. The cost of the iren and 
steel in machinery and tools, the cost of build- 
ings, the cast of coal, the cost of nails and taeks, 
aud, finally, the cest of a large majority of the 
necessaries ef life, was inereased by the tarill, 
and the increased cost was just sufficient to 
keep American heots and shoes out of many of 
the markets of the world. This margin would 
disappear under a tariff not framed to obstruct 
trade.

Under the present tariff enly ‘luxurious; 
boots and@ shoes were imported. I? hoots and 
shoes were placed on the free list none but 


those af the *' loxurious’ grade woulda ba import- 
ed, The American boat and shoe manufacturer 
Was mare than able to compete with all camers 
in all other grades of manufacture, and under a 
generally reduced tariff he would not only en- 
large his home market, but would eventually 
work up a handsome exports trade. 
a+ 


Mr. Means was a Republican. He is now, as 
he puts it, “ia favor of Cleveland and tariff re- 
form.” He is not a free trader, nor does he be- 
lieve that the President fayors such doctrine. 
He thiuks that the President, believing tariff 
reform to be the most pressing need of the coun- 
try, confined his massage to thatsubjeet and ta 
its bed-fellow, the surpins, that the subject 
might ebtain far and wide diseussion and become 
au issue in spite of the cowardly dodging ef bath 
pelivieal parties. Like ail tarift reformers, Mr. 

feans is not an ardent agimirer of Kandall, and 
he thinks that if Kandall develops sufticient 
strength to obstruct the pagsage of such a meas- 
ure of relief as wouid satisfy the President, the 
latter by his manly utterances would attract a 
bedy ef supporters who would cogstantiy in- 
crease in numbers and would finaily become a 
factor that the “ pratectionists,” Republican or 
Democratic, must take junto accaunt.

Levi 8. Gould, head af the F. M. Holmes Fur- 
niture Cempany, ealis himself a radical pro- 
tectionist. His company employs several hun- 
dred men and is one of the largest manniagt- 
urers of ‘‘case” goodsin the country. Though 
conuvineed, he says, that protection made this 
country what itis, the most prosperous in the 
world,” and that any other policy would be ite 
ruin, Mr. Gould admitted that under a greatiy 
reduced tariif ne fergign goods conld compete 
with hig manufactures, axcept perhaps 18 par- 
lor sets.

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THE BROKEN SAVINGS BANKS. 


DEPOSITORS WHO HAVE PROFITED BY 
‘'THE TIMES'S” DIRECTORY, 

ALBANY, Jan. 1.—The publication in Tar 
TIMES on Dee, 18 of the names of 2,600 persens 
who were entitled te unclaimed dividends from 
certain of the failed sayings banks formerly 
in New-York City has resulted in directing 
the attention of alarge number of these per- 
sons to the fact that there were sums of money 
due tothem which could be obtained without 
exptnse. From information obtained from the 
Banking Department at Albany it appears 
that the number of written inquiries re- 
ceived there to date concerning such unclaimed 
dividends has been 824, The number of claims 
andited and paid to Des. 28 was 267, and the 
amount @isbursed te that date was $3,307 14. 
While the aggregate thus far repaid is notin 
itself alarge sum, many of the letters aceom- 
panying the acknowledgment of its receipt in- 
dicate that the money has come toa its owners 
much in the nature of qa gift, they having re- 
ceived the first intimation of thair right to the 


same from the appearance of their names in the 
published lists, 

fhe early applications reeeived were almost 
entirely from New-York City and its immediate 
vicinity, Of those now being receiyed many 
come irom such remute localities as Chicago, 
Omaha, and San Francisco. The applications 
for ung¢laimed dividends which haye been re- 
ceived at the Banking Department and have not 
yet been passed upon probably involye about 
twice as great asumas has thus far been dis- 
bursed. 

That these unclaimed dividends might he 
placed in the hands of their owners without cost 
to them the following direstious were given for 
the guidance of applicants: * Inne event empley 
an attorney until you have yourself madse 
writien application, No attorney can do anythin 
more for you than you can do for yourself. 
Mail pass books xddresaed * Superintendent of 
the Banking Department, Albany, N. ¥.,’ ae- 
eompanied by the written direction of tha owner 
of the boak as to whom the amount due is to be 
transmitted.”’ Notwithstanding these explicit di- 
rections there ts evidence thatsome few of the 
depositors have fallen inte the clutches of an 
attorney, who, to secure a share in these un- 
claimed dividends for himself, mailed the follew- 
ing notiee to the published addresses of de- 
positors:

DOINGS OF THE CENTRAL UNION=QUINN 
STILL BOSS. 


William Shakespeare of the International 
Cigarmakers’ presided yestorday at the méeting 
of the Central Labor Uniei. The Bartholdi As- 
sociation Shoemakers, who have been connected 
with District Assembly No. 91 of the Knights of 
Labor, sert a communication stating that the 
members had changed the name and feattres; in 
other words, that they had severed their connec- 
tion with the Knights of Labour, and wanted 
henceforth to be known in the Central Labor 
Unien as the Shoemakers’ Protective Union. 
The delegates from No. 91 objected to this pro- 


ceeding, and said that the Bartholdi Association 
owed the district assembly money. The meet- 
ing, however, decided that the Baftholdi Asso- 
ciation had the right to change its name and still 
remain in the Central Labor Union. 

Cooper's Union No. 1 complained that the 
Tlearts of Oak Association, Knights of Labor, 
coopers, were working for less than union rates, 
The matter was referred to the Grievance Com- 
mittee for investigation. The Arbitration Coim- 
mittee reported that Brewer Eichler had prom- 
ised not to use any mvure materials from Peck & 
Martin on his buildings. It was announced that 
the defense fund for the defense of walking del- 
eeates and other oificers of the union in the 
courts amounted to $623 50. The painters com- 
plained that Boss Painter Herzog of Philadel- 
phia had large contracts for work in this city, 
nha that he was paying his men wages much be- 
jJow union rates. The watter was referred to the 
Arbliration Committee. The Executive Commities 
of the Waiters’, Bartenders’, and O¥stermen’s 
Unions complained that the carpenters and 
joiners held a ball at Tammany Hail, that was 
under boycott, and that the housesmiths héld a 
ball at Wendel’s Assembly Rooms, that was also 
boycotted. The Brooklyn Central Laber Union 
sent acommunication stating that the wine of 
Fieigenheimer of Brooklyn, that is boycotted 
there, Was being sold in this city and Hoboken 
and Newark. It was announced that the On- 
ward Association had combined with the Ger- 
man Brass Workers, and had organized @ new 
association under the name of Brass Workers’ 
Union No. 1. 

An informal discussion arose over the charges 
of neglect and abuses of power made against the 
Oo-operative Insurance Association, of which A. 
O. Bothner is President. The delegates present 
feclared that the Central Labor Union was not 
responsible for the misdeeds of the officers of 
the Co-operative Insurance Association, even if 
it was connectéd with it. 

The Bookbinders’ National Assembly of the 
Knights of Labor that was organized on Dec. 17 
received its charter yesterday. it includes the 
bookbinders in this city, Brooklyn, Beston, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, Washington, Detroit, 
Chicago, St. Louis, Milwaukee, and Toronto. 
The assembly will control the trade in the 
United States and Canada, and,in case of a 
strike in any place, it will prevent any men 
from going there to take the places of the strik- 
ers. It will also fix a general scale of prices. 

District Assembly No. 49 of the Knights of 
Labor held a meeting yesterday at Pythagoras 
Hall. T. B. MeGuire of the General Executive 
Board announced that the trouble with Leavy & 
Britton, the brewers, had been amicably settled 
by arbitration,and that the boycott was removed 
in consequence. The district assembly then pro- 
ceeded to the election of Master Workman. 
James E. Quinn and John F. Shaw were the 
candidates, and a lively Canvass ensued. When 
the ballots were counted it was found that 
Quinn had received 185 votes and Shaw 179, 
and Quinn was declared elected. The election 
of the other oflicers was deferred until the next 
meeting.

With very few exceptions stocks at the close 
of business in 1887 weré lower than at the cor- 
responding time in the previous year. ‘Thohigh- 
6st prices of the year Were made in May, the 
average of the 12 active stocks being on the 18th 
of that month 93.27.

The year opened witha slight recovery from 
the low prices made in the panic of Dec. 15, 1886, 
but trading was very limited, and the outlook 
was not encouraging. Rumors of war between 
Germany and France caused foreign selling, and 
in this country the coal handlers along the New- 
Jersey shore and the longshoremen 1m this city 
were on strike, thus impeding transportation 
aud unsettling confidence. The pendency ot the 
Inter-State Commerce bill was also a disturbing 
influence. Through the greater part of February 
the situation rewained unchanged, but toward 
the close of the month the result of the slections 
in Germany approving the policy of Bismarck 
dissipated the fear of war. ‘he labor troubles 
also ended and a better feeling prevailed.

‘Western Union resumed the paying of 
dividends and spurted upward, helping the gen- 
eral market. © wheat speculation in Chicago 
and Cincinnati collapsed, and following came 
the failure of the Fidelity Bank of Cin- 
cinnati. The attempt to “corner” coffee in 
this city also ended in failure and disaster. In 
July the San Francisco wheat deal fell through, 
and for a time fears of disastrous results in cer- 
tain circles were freely expressed. In August 
money was tight, but weekly purchases of bonds 
by the United States Treasury relieved tne 
prateare.

CURIOUS STATISTICS FROM THE HEALTS 
DEPARTMENT, 

The statistics of the Health Department 
present the usual interesting features. There 
were recorded at Sanitary Headquarters 34,023 
births, 13,740 marriages, and 38,938 deaths, 
against 31,319 births, 12,216 marriages, and 
87,351 deaths in 1886, Of the ba- 
bies, 17,515 were boys and 360 gol- 
ored. Foreign-born mothers numbered 20,660, 
Of feats of maternity there are on record those 
of two ladies who broughtinto the world their 
nineteenth child, and four whose records in the 
family Bible are numbered from 1 to 16, The 
statistics of maternity show that one bride had 
worn weeds four times, and that one bridegroom 
popped the question at 85. Sixty-one men 
and nine women married between the ages of 60 
and 65. Mortality’s chief factofs were as fol- 


lows: Smallpox, 99; measles, 766; scariatina, 
590; diphtheria, 2,162; croup, 885; whooping 
cough, 187; typhoid fever, 319; diarrheal 
diseases, 3,853; phthisis, 5,352; bron- 
chitis; 1,888; pneumonia, 3,603; cardiae 
affections, 2,018; sunstroke and heat, 216; 
Bright's disease, 2,379. Children who died 
formed 42.6 per cent. of the mortality. In ten- 
ement houses, 22,537 persons passed away, and 
in the public institutions there were 7,505 
deaths. The suicides numbered 232, of whom 
74 were women, 61 married and 23 widows or 
widowers. Their nationalities were: Germany, 
115; United States, 51; Austria and Bohemia, 7; 
Russia, 3; England, 8; Italy, 2, and China and 
Japan, 1 each. The means chosen were: Drown- 
ing, 16; hanging, 34; firearms, 68; keen-edged 
or pointed weapons, 24; stran@ulation, 4; nar- 
eotic poisons, 13; paris green, 26; arsenic, 7, and 
carbolic acid, 5. 

The poliee arrested 80,996 persons, 19,139 of 
whom were females. The station houses shel- 
tered 71,332 male and 56,378 female lodgers. 
The causes of arrest were: Intoxication, 28,594, 
including 8,462 women; disorderly conduct, 
13,532, including 1,958 women; burglary, 613; 
petty larceny, 3,360; picking pookets, 223; 
violations of the excise law, 4,761. Lost children 
numbered 3,263 and foundlings 177,

NEW-YORK CITY REPUBLICANS. 

Congressman ASHBEL P. FITCH is a Re- 
publican who cannot be described as hide- 
bound. He has a habit of thinking for him- 
self andof explaining and sustaining his 
opinions that makes him a difficult person 
for those who at present “lead” the Re- 
publican Party to get along with. It will 
be remembered that he wholly neglected to 
join the hallelujah chorus raised by the 
Republicans in Congress over Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND’S message and Mr. BLAINE’S Paris 
edict, and let it be known very plainly that 
he did not regard a Presidential con- 
test fought on the issues made by Mr.

that it has placed its interests at the mercy

and honest legislation. 

Second, these same voters fee] keenly the 
robbery of the city in the adjustment of 
taxation. That is a harsh name for the 
process, but it isa correct one. The whole 
State having a certain amount of money to 
raise by taxation, the portion to be paid by 
New-York is made greater by increasing ar- 
bitrarily the assessed valuation of its prop- 
erty (already higher as compared with mar- 
ket value than that of rural property) and 
decreasing that of the interior of the State. 
This is nothing but robbery, and the fact 
that it is done under the forms of the law 
only makes it a more odious sort of dishon- 
esty. 

Third, Mr. Fitcn points out that in 
the general course of the Legislature there 
is a settled determination to ignore the in- 
terests and the rights of the people of this 
city, to refuse them the management of 
their own affairs, to take their money for 
the benefit of the country constituencies 
whose representatives assume to regulate 
the morals of the metropolis with as much 
assurance as if they were of a superior 
order of beings. here are other matters 
as to which Mr. FircH makes himself very 
clearly understood, and he concludes with 
this warning: ; 

“Tr the Republican Party in the coming ses- 
sion shall choose to legislate for New-York City 
much as if it were a foreign colony or a con- 
quered province; if the wishes of the people 
here are overruled to satisfy the fancied senti- 
ment or the interest of the country districts, it 
will be necessary for the party to arrange to get 
such votes as it may need to elect its candidates 
in those portions of the State which its legisla- 
tion favors, and it may expect even less help 
than it had this year from the city.” 

This is a timely letter, in the sense that it 
was high time some one said plainly what is 
said init. In another sense it is not timely. 
It comes too late. The Republican Party 
cannot, if it would, retrace its steps, or free 
itself from the policy which it has so long 
pursued. That policy is dictated by the 
immediate personal interests of the small 
politicians into whose hands the party has 
committed itself. ‘They will not abandon it 
voluntarily. If they are overruled, and it 
is abandoned despite of them, they will 
have theirrevenge. They care nothing for 
the Republican Party except for what they 
can “make out of it,” and the party has so 
long permitted itself to regard these men’s 
personal success as the supreme purpose of | 
its existence that it may well be doubted if 
it has the vitality to pursue any other. 

THE BROOKLYN TERMINUS OF THE 
BRIDGE. 

An expert engineer has prepared for the 
Brooklyn Citizens and Property Owners’ 
Association a plan for a terminal station of 
the bridge railway between Concord and 
High streets. This association was formed 
by residents who are opposed to an exten- 
sion of the bridge railway to the Brooklyn 
City Hall. The plan is an excellent one. 
In it the railway.is carried, upon an exten- 
sion of the platform now used above Sands- 
street for storage and switching, to a point 
just below Nassau-street. From that point 
is constructed an open platform or approach 
225 feet long and 100 feet wide, sloping 
southward and reaching the level of the 
surface about seventy-five feet north of the 
Concord-street line. This platform allows 
twelve feet head room where it crosses 
Nassau-street. Passengers approach by way 
of Concord and Washington streets. Upon 
the north side there are four tracks, so that 
as many trains can stand there side by 
side. There is abundant room for loading 
and unloading. 

Admirable provision for the elevated 
roads is made. On one side two tracks 
come to the great platform by way of Nas- 
sau-street from the elevated road in Fuiton- 
street, and on the other a similar connec- 
tion is made with the elevated road in 
Adams-street. We do notsee how a more 
convenient arrangement could be devised. 
The passenger arriving by bridge railway 
leaves his car, turns to the right or the left, 
and afew steps take him to the door of the 
waiting ears of the elevated road. And the 
passenger seeking the bridge by way of 
either of the elevated roads is carried 
almost to the bridge train. Not the least of 
this’ plan’s good points is the elimination 
of stairways. The highest point between 
Sands-street and the City Hallis about mid- 
way between Nassau and Concord streets, 
and the beginning of the great platform is 
at that point, so that the floor of it is 
reached by an ascent of less than six feet. 
The platforms at each side on which the 
trains of the elevated roads stand are only 
four steps above the main platform. Ample 
room for storage and switching is afforded 
on the Liberty-street side of the proposed 
station. 

This plan disposes of President HOWELL’s 
assertion that proper connection with the 
elevated roads can be made only at the City 
Ball. It must be plain to every unpreju- 
diced person who examines the plan and 
calls to mind existing conditions at the 
City Hall that this solution of the problem 
is preferable by far to any terminal ar- 
rangements that could be made at the 
Myrtle-avenue junction. Even if there 
were no other grounds on which to oppose 
an extension of the bridge.railway to the 
City Hall, the striking convenience and 
simplicity of this plan should have weight 
enough to prevent such an extension. 

But we have heretofore pointed out other 
important reasons which the citizens of 
Brooklyn take into account, and which the 
Trustees cannot overlook. As we have said, 
this plan demolishes the pretense that a 
convenient station and good connections 
with elevated roads can be made only at the 
City Hall. It leaves the advocates of the 
long extension no ground to stand on and 
strengthens the arguments of their op- 
ponents. When to the other reasons men- 
tioned, in themselves sufficient, is added 
the proof that the City Hall extension is 
not only unnecessary but would prevent 
the construction and use of a remarkably 
convenient station at the natural location 
of the railway terminus—a station far bet- 
terinevery way than any that could be 
made, at the City Hall—there should no 
longer be any doubt as to.the site finally to 





be selected... The railway should not extend 
beyond Concord-street. 


CANADA'S COMMERCIAL POLICY. 

Mr. JOSEPH CHAMBERLAIN’S speech at 
the dinner of the Toronto Board of 
Trade, delivered Friday night, and Mr. 
GOLDWIN SMITH’s letter on the com- 
mercial interests of Canada, are caleulat- 
ed to stimulate reflection on both sides 
of the border. Mr. CHAMBERLAIN speaks, 
of course, as an absolute free trader. In the 
Liberal Party, or at least in the section of it 
to which Mr. CHAMBERLAIN belonged be- 
fore the schism on the Irish question, the 
cry of ‘‘fair trade” counts for nothing at 
all. The newly-enfranchised agricultural 
laborers, it is hoped, will vote with their 
landlords for protection to the products of 
British soil, and this “‘ vote” is the only one 
which the fair traders hope to capture. 
The repeal of the corn laws was distinctly 
the work of the manufacturing and trading 
classes. The attempt to revive those priv- 
ileges of ‘the landed interest” is the work 
of Tory squires, reinforced, as they hope, 
by the agricultural laborers, who, when the 
corn laws were repealed, counted for no 
more, politically, than so many horses or 
oxen, 

The efforts of the English fair trader are 
of course directed as much against Canada 
as against the United States. Canada is a 
large exporter of agricultural products, and 
her contribution of breadstutis helps to in- 
erease the burden of competition that pre- 
vents the British farmer from paying rent 
at the old rate to the British landlord. 
Since Canada set upa protective tariff of 
her own the manufacturing free traders in 
England haye joined the agricultural fair 
traders in deprecating her commercial pol- 
icy, though upon very different grounds. 
The trade of Canada with Great Britain is 
abont equal to her trade with the United 
States, her exports being larger to Great 
Britain and her imports larger from the 
United States. But to the great majority 
of Canadians the United States is much 
nearer, commercially as well as geo- 
graphically, than Great Britain, and free 
trade between the two American coun- 
tries would be much more _ popu- 
lar in Canada than free trade with 
England. Mr. GoLpwin SMITH, writing 
from Toronto, puts the case correctly when 
be says that you cannot “ detach Canada 
from hercontinent.” In fact, when our states- 
men inquire what we have todo with abroad 
they do not include Canada. When Mr. 
CHAMBERLAIN at Toronto “refused to speak 
of the United States as a foreign nation” he 
was putting into words what divers Ameri- 
can statesmen have been trying to put into 
practice. Mr. CHAMBERLAIN is a British 
free trader and Mr. BUTTERWORTH is an 
Ohio protectionist, but they are at one in 
holding that a string of Custom Houses be- 
tween the countries which for a thousand 
miles, as Mr. CHAMBERLAIN says, “ are di- 
vided only by an invisible boundary line,” 
is a great absurdity. 

This is a sentiment that will be much 
more generally welcomed on both sides of 
the invisible boundary line than the propo- 
sition that a string of Custom Houses along 
the seacoast is an absurdity would be 
welcomed on either. In this country nobody 
has ever seriously proposed.to set up Custom 
Houses except at the frontier. It is agreed 
that absolute free trade among the inhab- 
itants of the United States is a good thing 
all round. People who are not competent 
to follow economic discussions have no dif- 
ficulty in apprehending that the more freely 
a man in Minnesota can trade with a man 
in New-York the better it will be for both 
of them, and that such industries as have 
sprung up spontaneously under this sys- 
tem are the most profitable. A proposition 
to obstruct this trade with the barrier 
of a tariff would be laughed out of Con- 
gress or out of the Legislature of any 
State, as would a proposition to encourage 
the infant industries of Minnesota by arti- 
ficially increasing the cost of freight from 
New-York. People comprehend, also, that 
if it be a good thing for everybody that 
the inhabitant of Minnesota can exchange 
his wares freely with the inhabitant of 
New-York, it cannot be a bad thing for any- 
body that the inhabitant of Manitoba 
should be admitted to the privilege of the 
exchange. Undoubtedly a proposition for 
commercial nnion with Canada, meaning 
the extension of inter-State free trade 
across the invisible boundary line to the 
North, finds favor with thousands both of 
American and Canadian protectionists. The 
revenue thus sacrificed on our side would 
not go avery great way toward relieving 
us of the surplus, but it would do something 
toward it, and an effort in that direction 
would have the advantage of being an ef- 
fort along the line of least resistance. 


THE UNITY OF 
The review of 


RELIGIOUS WORK. 
the work within the 
churches of the various denominations dur- 
ing the year just passed, which we printed 
on Sunday, may be properly supplemented 
by a survey of the tasks achieved or at- 
tempted and the tendencies shown by the 
Christian Churches as a whole. 

The retrospect of the year is on the whole 
one of considerable hopefulness and en- 
couragement. There has been a distinct 
movement all over the world in the direc- 
tion of religious awakening, in the unbend- 
ing of the strict ecclesiasticism which has 
been the bane of the Christian Church, and 
in the better afliliation of those who are 


separated by formal definitions from full 


spiritual sympathy. This is seen in the at- 
titude of the Pope toward the Christian civ- 
ilization of Europe, in the wide infiuence of 
the teachings of Father HYACINTHE, in the 
plans drawn up by the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury for the drawing of Eastern and 
Anglican Christendom into closer relations 
which will receive attention at the Lam- 
beth Conference six months hence in Lon- 
don, in the position of the Anglican body 
toward’ English non-conformists, and in 
the larger feeling of the unrealized 
usefulness which the Protestant Churches 
have begun to entertain. There has 
been, nota loosening of the standards of the 
faith, but a ditierent way of regarding the 
church in its relation to the life of our own 
time. Once the church stood aghast at the 
wickedness of the world and cried: ** Procul, 
procul, este profani:” now it is interested in 


reaching the unchurched masses, and is 
about changing its methods that they may 
be restored to the sanctuary. There is a 
leaven at work all through Christendom 
which indicates a changed attitude of the 
whole church toward the sum of human 
life. 

There is something still moro hopeful in 
the growing interest in this country in the 
movement toward some sort of Christian 
unity. Wher the House of Bishops issued 
its famous declaration of principles rather 
more than a year ago there was little hepe 
of any g@énerous response, because the res- 
teration of the episcopate to the other re- 
formed churches in some form was insisted 
on. as the first foundation of the larger 
organization of the Christian Church asa 
national body; but the further and deeper 
the discussion and consideration of that 
declaration has gone the clearer is the con- 
viction that there is more in the principle 
of organic unity and large freedom of 
action, which the acceptance of the nistoric 
episcopate involves, than has been under- 
stood. The fear of the old ideas of a State 
church episcopacy has been dissipated toa 
great extent, and the fact thatthe Anglican 
episcopate in North America is buta few 
removes from the historic Presbytery of 
the Presbyterians has opened the eyes 
of church leaders to the possibilities of 
honorable union, or at least federation be- 
tween these bodies which could not possi- 
bly have been entertained a generation ago. 
What is now in the air is nothing more than 
Dr. MUHLENBERG had in mind in 1856, 
which even the Episcopal Church was 
then in too sectarian a position fairly to en- 
tertain, but the movement now has an im- 
petus which is not confined t+ a few promi- 
nent advocates; it is the second thought of 
the laity in all Christian bodies and the 
hope and longing of good men everywhere 
who desire to see the Church of Curist, like 
His seamless coat, a practical and efficiently 
working unity in all its organic features, 
It is to this end that the thought of the 
churches has been chiefly directed during 
the year. 

Theevidences of this are numerous. They 
are not in all cases significant, except as 
straws indicate the direction of the wind, 
but they show that the vital feeling of 
Christianity in America is toward a vastly 
better realization of the ends which Chris- 
tianity serves than has yet been reached 
among us. The Evangelical Alliance, looked 
atas an expression of the position of our 
different Christian families toward one an- 
other while engaged in friendly conference, 
is perhaps as clear a manifestation of the 
prevalent feeling as has been seen, and the 
fact that there has been a general regret 
that at its recent meeting it did not appoint 
a committee of conference between the 
evangelical denominations of the country 
indicates that the whole community is 
riper for some preliminary and adequate 
discussion of the obstacles to unity of some 
sort than its representatives have supposed. 
There is at present a tremendous pressure 
upon all Christian congregations to bring 
the principles of their religion to 
bear upon social problems. The clergy 
were never so awake as they are now to 
the fact that their hold upon the people 
depends not so much upon the prestige of 
their office as upon the efliciency of their 
ministrations to individuals and to society. 
The constraining power of this influence is 
such that the quibblings between denomi- 
nations sink out of sight in comparison. 
There is a unity of thought about the re- 
construction of society upon the basis of 
Christian economics which is greater and 
stronger a thousand times than merely ec- 
clesiastical unity, and is compelling the 
churches of all names to see their duties to 
humanity in a broader and better light 
than ever before. It is here that the strong 
thought and the Christian sympathy of the 
clergy are met by nochilling influences, and 
it is among the possibilities of the time 
near at hand that we shall see much more 
practical co-operation between Christian 
people in their relations to civil society 
than has before been practicable. The clip- 
ping of an ecclesiastical edge here and there 
is as nothing when compared with~ the 
undercurrents of a movement like this, 
which involves the reconstruction of society 
upon a better basis. It1is here that the ret- 
rospect of the yearis at its brightest and 
best. 


VANDALS OF THE LOUVRE. 


Admirers of RUBENS who have visited the 
national collections of paintings at Brus- 
sels, Amsterdam, and London expect great 
things of their favorite when walking down 
that echoing gallery of the Louvre in which 
the most magnificent array of works by the 
master is hung. They are ant to be disap- 
pointed. Sometimes they imagine that the 
subjects are at fault, being classical of the 
cold Northern type, courtly imitations of 
Greek art sifted through a dozen schools of 
Italy and France. Or they are told that 
RvuBENS the magnificent, RuBENSs the 
courtier, ambassador, and commercial 
genius, had little to do with the greater 
number of the paintings that came from his 
workshops—veritable workshops, in that 
they furnished employment to a number of 
obscure workmen. He and Van DYKE 
have the same reputation. Both are said 
to have done little more than to polish up 
the paintings blocked out and often de- 
sigued and composed by their ’prentice pu- 
pils. Undoubtedly the formal character of 
the Rubens paintings at the Louvre, but 
more especially their smooth, cold, and set 
coloring, give reason for belief in this le- 
gend. On the other hand, considering the 
gossip of ateliers and Court circles, consid- 
ering the difficulty of turning out all those 
pictures from any atelier in a dishonest 
way without every capital of Europe know- 
‘ng all about it ina week, itis almost un- 
believable that RuBreNs should have used 
the work of his pupils to any greater ex- 
tent than was the custom with other mas- 


. ters. 


The memoirs of an official of the Louvre 
supply an explanation that goes far to ac- 
count for the formal coloring of the Rubens 
pictures owned by France. In 1855 the 
artists and amateurs of Paris were all agog 
concerning ViLLor, who had in charge the 
“restoration” of the. Louvre pictures, un- 
der the title of Conservator. In June of 
that year Count Horace’ pe VIEL CastEL, 


‘who was outranked in the management of 
the Louvre by one of the creatures of Na- 
POLEON III., went to the ateliers where the 
restoring was going on in order to see 
whether there was any truth in the accusa- 
tions made against VituotT, that he was 
ruining the old masters. It was a visit of 
curiosity, for he kad no authority in the 
matter, and from his memoirs, just 
translated into English, appears to 
have lacked the moral courage to protest 
openly against the mutilation of treasures 
of State. GopEFROY was the favorite re- 
storer employed by the Conservator, and 
this is what he said to VieL CasTEL as they 
stood before VAN DYKer’s portrait of FRAN- 
COIS DE MONCADE on horseback: 


“«You bave some difficulty, Count, in recog- 
nizing this portrait! It is very changed since I 
have taken the varnish off. Painters who had 
begun to copy it will have to begin over again. 
{Here GODEFROY laughed immoderately.] The 
head of MONCADE shows up vigorously on a light 
sky, but its clearness is actually lost on a florid 
background! There was a trunk of a treein 
the first plane, now there is only astone! The 
horse’s quarters are lost, the contour has gone, 
but if M. VILLor will bring me an old engray- 
ing of the picture, [ will putin the hind quarters, 
[Here GopEFROY threw his head up proudly. } 

“*T tind the general tone of this picture very 
cold,’ I remarked. 

“‘ GODEFROY tcok a bottle in which was some 
stagnant kind of black mud, and said, ‘ Here is 
my remedy. With a little of this sauce I will 
revive the Van Dyke. When I take the varnish 
off the picture I keep the old varnish dust, add 
some spirits of wine to it, and there is my sauce 
for reviving old masters!’ ” 


The outcry of artists and amateurs may 
have been set down as Socialistic and royal- 
ist rancor. Perhaps the adventurer on the 
throne had a secret weakness for the petty 
adventurers who swarmed about him. V1EL 
CASTEL states that the Emperor had neither 
hate ner love for any one. So long as people 
were useful to him he tolerated them; 
when they ceased to be, hecast them off. He 
despised those in his servi@e more than his 
avowed enemies. Baseness did not repel 
him. He believed in the venality of all 
mankind, butinsisted upon its being hidden. 
Virt CASTEL does not suggest that he was 
an ignoramus in matters of the fine arts, so 
that one excuse is not available. Be it as 
may, two years later we find GopEFROY the 
Vandal destroying the famous Medicean 
series by RUBENS. 

**Auc. 14, 1857.—My heart is ready to burst 
with what I have witnessed. GODEFROY is 
drunk three parts of the time; he is rough- 
handed, and goes to work in a positively brutal 
manner in scraping off the varnish and cleaning 
the pictures. Heusesa big sponge and alkali. 
The half shades, the form and delicacy disap- 
pear, the contours are lost, and then he sets to 
work, the barbarian, with a heart of Joy, to 
touch up, repaint, and renovate the productions 
of RUBENS. 

“These restorations ordered by VILLoT and 
executed by GODEFROY will ever remain a dis- 
graceful chapter in the Annals of the Museum. 
Those beautiful hands of MARIA De MEpIcIsin 
the picture of ‘The Birth’ are lost. Iam well 
aware that GODEFROY intends to replace them, 
but I prefer RUBENS’S brush. When VILLOT de- 
cides upon a piece of restoration he and his 
agents proceed to work as if they were washing 
the dirty linen of the Hétel des Invalides, 
There will be a fine fuss when the Museum is 
reopened. M. Aikali VILLoT has taken upon 
himself a heavy responsibility.” 

Looked at from the political side these 
legacies of the Third Empire may appear in- 
significant. Yetit is fair toregard the world 
of art as a greater thing than that of poli- 
tics because more permanent. Other na- 
tions may sympathize with a republic sur- 
rounded by enemies and filled with self- 
seckers ready to seize the moment of danger 
and thrust France back into the dark ages 
of Bourbons and Bonapartes. But they are 
more directly interested in those treas- 
ures of the fine arts which she owns; pos- 
terity will order a stricter accounting 
for the way she manages her art 
works than her Government. It is said 
that the contemptuous neglect of the paint- 
ings by old masters at Madrid has subject- 
ed them only to the gentle ruin of time. 
Rapacity and ignorance at Paris have practi- 
cally ruined hundreds of pictures. Com- 
paratively few as old pictures are on this 
side of the Atiantic. The lessonis a good 
one for those who have such trusts in 
charge. 
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Coke should not be omitted from the list 
of products controlled by Trusts or com- 
binations. A new coke “ syndicate” was 
formed at Pittsburg on the 30th ult. The 
old syndicate was dissolved on the 16th 
ult. How the price of coke was affected by 
the formation of that combination 1s shown 
in the following statement published by the 
Tribune on the 17th: *“‘ When it [the old 
syndicate] was founded coke was quoted at 
90 cents per ton, and it is now selling at $2. 
The syndicate controlled 6,258 ovens and 
the producers 1,177.” The producers were 
tied to the syndicate by contracts. On the 
21st ult. arrangements for the formation 
of a new syndicate were made. “lt was 
agreed,” said the dispatches, ‘“‘to main- 
tain a scale of wages 614 
low that now paid by the Frick Com- 
pany, and to uphold the present price 
of coke. The Frick Company was the only 
important producing firm that was not in- 
clined to enter the ring, but it was hoped 
that it would not stand out. On the 30th, 
however, it was stated that the Frick Com- 
pany had not come in, and the syndicate 
price was reduced to $1 75, probably with 
the intention of raising it again after a few 
outsiders should be brought to terms. 
Workingmen will observe that this combi- 
nation proposes to keep wages down, or at 
least 644 cents below the rate paid by the 
Frick Company. Farmers should add the 
name of this syndicate to those of the vari- 
ous other pools, Trusts, and combinations, 
which kill competition in the manufacture 
and sale of steel and keep up the prices of 
plows and other agricultural implements 
under tle shelter of an extortionate tariff. 
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MR. PENTECOS!?’S NEW CHURCH. 

The Rev. Hugh O. Pentecost, who resigned 
from the SBelleville-Avenue Congregational 
Church, Newark, because the congregation were 
not ripe for his advanced ideas on the issue of the 
day, opened his Unity Congregation in Library 
Hall, Newark, last night. The attendance was 
large and Mr. Pentecost met with a cordial 
reception when he appeared on the platform. 
He selected his text from the story of Abraham. 
His principal argument was that no creed 


should be accepted as the true creed until a per- 
son had reasoned and become convinced of its 
truth. He attacked all churches, asserting that 
they were condusted to benefit the rick alove 
and that the poor were insulted by the patron- 
age bestowed on them. His Henry treorgs 
theories were brought out when he referred to 
the new cburch as one that would teach the 
brotherhood of men. Rich and poor would be 
treated alike, he said, as money could not buy 
recognition.

They areof womanly smallness and deli- 
cacy, and last night they obeyed with startling 
rapidity the lightming calculations of his big 
brain. He began to play against his 18 oppo- 
nents yesterday afternoon at 4 o'clock, and the 
games were continued uninterruptedly until 9 
o'clock, at the endof which time he was an- 
nounced the winner of 16 games, with ons game 
won by Max Stern, a member of the club, and a 
draw.game with J. T. Ascher, chess editor of the 
Montraal Sport. 

Mr. Steinitz is pronounced easily the first of 
*““simuitaneous” chess piayers, but he surpassed 
himself last night with the best average of 
games Won that he has yet made. He said that 
he might have played better, and that he was 
notin very good form, owing to nis celebration 
of New Year’s. Among the well known “local” 
chess players who took part. In. the contest laat 
night were L. C. Reichardt, H. J. Kaltenbach,

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THE POPE’S JUBILEE MASS 


THIRTY THOUSAND PEOPLE 
THRONG ST. PETER’S. 
AN IMPOSING CEREMONY ATTENDED BY 
48 CARDINALS AND 238 ARCHBISHOPS 
—THE POPE FAINTS TWICE. 


Rome, Jan. 1.—The pontifical mass to-day 
was a great success. Thousands of people 
thronzed St. Peter'--square early in the morning 
awalling the opening of the Cathedral. Sixty 
thousand admission tickets had been issued, and 
the cathedral was packed. The Pope entered at 
&:30 A. M., followed by the cardinals in proces- 
sion. His Holiness was received with loud 
and long-continued shouts of ‘Long live the. 
The music of the mass was 
deeply impressive, and many persons 
in the andience were affected. The Pope blessed 
all present and left the cathedral at1l A. M., 
the whole audience clapping hands, waving 
hats and handkerchiefs amid enthusiastic ac- 
eclamations. Later in the day King Humbert 
expressed himself to a deputation from Parlia- 
ment as being highly satisfied with the smooth- 
ness of ths ceremony, which, he said, was the 
best proof of the Pope's liberty in Rome, 

Forty-eight Cirdivais and 238 Archbishops 
were present at the mass, and it is estimated 


that there were 30,000 persous in the audience. 
The Pope prayed tor a iong time in his private 
chapel, and then reeeived the homage of the 
Court Cardinals in the Sala Dueale. While 
assuming the Sacverdotal vestments the 
Poue was overcome with emotion and 
fainted. Strong salts were administered 
and he soon returned co consciousness. 
He then ascended the gestatorial chair 
and was  borue oun the shoulders of 
the sediari, attended by the Cardinals, into 
St. Peter’s Caihedral. Just before he was fully 
vested fur the altar he gain fainted, remaining 
unconscious forafew moments. The mass oc- 
cupied 28 minutes. After pronouncing the bene- 
diction the Pope again seated himself in the 
gestatorial chair and was borne completely 
3ound the altar to the Capella del Sacramento, 
where he offered up a prayer of thanksgiving. 
During the ceremony the Pope wore the triple 
crown presented to him by Emperor William. 


Maparip, Jan. 1.—The Queen Regent, ac- 
companied by the members of her Court and the 
Cabinet Ministers, attended a jubilee mass in 
fan Isidore Cathedral to-day. All of the Gov- 
ernment offices were decorated and at night 
oriliiantly illuminated in honor of the Pope. 
Members of the Zorillist Radical Club left their 
yards at the Italian Legation asa protest against 
ihe Papal festival. 


LonDon., Jan. 1.—Special masses in 
honor of the Pope’s jubilee were celebrated to- 
lay in the cathedrals and other churches 
throughout Great Britain. The ceremonies were 
argely attended and fervent enthusiasm was 
nanifested. 
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TARDINAL GIBBONS ON THE POPE. 
4 STRONG SERMON ON THE PERPETUITY 
OF THE CHURCH. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Jan. 1.—In all the 
Roman Catholic Churches in the Archdiocese of 
Baltimore the services to-day wereinvested with 
agnusual solemnity in honor of the golden jubilee 
of Pope Leo XIIL, to which, also, the various 
Rectors, Pastors, and curates made allusion in 
their sermons. Atthe end of the mass, or after 
respers. a Te Deum was chanted in thanksgiving 
to God for the long life and signal blessings 
vouchsafed to the Holy Father. 

At the cathedral in Baltimore the episcopal 
ethurch of the province, the jubilee was cel- 
ebrated by a solemn high mass, at which 200 
seminarians and many of the clergy assisted. 
Oardinal Gibbons preached the sermon. The 
mass was celebrated by the Very Rev. Aphonsus 
Magnien, D. D., 8. 8., President of the Seminary 
of St. Sulpice, with two of the seminarians as 
deacon and sub-deacon. The music was a feat- 
ure of the occasion, and was in keeping with the 
grandeur of the ceremonies. A choir of 50 
voices, accompanied by a selected orchestra of 
20 performers, sang Beethoven’s mass in C, and 


at the conclusion of the mass a& grand Te Deum 
in six-part harmony. Mr. Asger Hamerick, 
director of the Peabody Conservatory, coin posed 
agrand ‘‘mareh solemnelle”’ for the occasion 
for orchestra, chorus, ana organ, Which was per- 
formed as a processional fhece at the eutry of 
the clergy into the cathedral The text is ina 
very lofty strain and was written by one of the 
Jesuit fathers at Loyola College. 

The Cardinal’s sermon was oxplanatory of the 
perpetuity of the papacy, with references here 
and there to the present incumbent of the chair 
of Peter, and the good that he has accomplished 
for humanity and the world. Followingis an 
extract: 

“From the days of Peterto Leo XIIL 259 
Roman Pontiffs have occupied the apostolic 
chair. Of this number 79 Popes are honored on 
our altars as saints, eminent for their holiness 
of life,and a large proportion of these died 
martyrs forthe faith of Christ. In fact all the 
Popes that have filled the chairof Peter up to 
the beginning of the fourth century, with the 
exception of three or four, laid down their lives 
in testimony of their belief and faith in Christ. 
And hence the man who was chosen Bishop of 
Rome in those days carried his life in his hands, 
The indestructibility of the papacy is an event 
truly marvelous and weil calculated to ex- 
cite the admiration of every refiecting mind, 
especiully when we consider the number and 
variety and formidable power of the enemies that 
were leagued agalnstit. This fact alone affords 
conclusive evidence of the special interposition 
of Providence in the preservation of the Holy 
See. From the day of Pentecost till the victory 
obtained by Constantine over Maxentius, a 
period of nearly 300 years, the church and the 
Pope passed through a series of 10 persecutions, 
unparalleled for atrovity in the history of the 
world. And yet pagan Rome, before whose 
standard the mightiest nations yielded, was un- 
able to arrest the pregress of the church. Ina 
few years we find the Roman Empire crumbling 
to pieces and the Bishop of Rome dispensing 
laws to Christendom in the very capital from 
which the Koman Emperors fulminated their 
edicts against Christianity. 

«In the seventh century Mohammedanism had 
its rise in Arabia, and in the fifteenth century 
Constantinople was captured by the followers 
of the False Prophet, who threatened to subject 
all Europe to their sway. For nine centuries 
Mohammedanism was a standing menace to 
Christendom, but at last am event occurred 
which was to decide once for all whether 
Christianity or Mohammedanisam was to rule the 
destinies of Europe and of the world. At the 
psarnest solicitatien of Pope Pius V. an 
offensive league against Turkey was entered 
into between the kinedom of Spain and the re- 

ublic. of Venice. The great naval battle of 

epanto was fought, in which the Turks were 
signally defeated, and if to-day the cross in- 
stead of the crescent surmounts the temples of 
Europe those nations are indebted in a great 
measure for this blessing to the prayers and 
vigilance of the Bishops of Rome.” 

After alluding to the Reformation in the six- 
teenth century, the Cardinal went on to say: 
**Let us now calmly survey the scene after the 
din and smoke of the battle have passed away. 
We tind the church stronger than she was in any 
preceding period of her history; the losses she 
sustained inthe Old World have been more than 
compensated by her acquisitions in the New,and 
she bas already recovered a good portion of the 
territory which was wrested from her in the 
kixteenth century. She exists, not as an effete 
institution, but with all her vitality and organ- 
ism unimpaired, more vigorous, more united, 
more compact, than she ever was before. Various 
causes are given to explain the perpetuity of 
the papacy. Lord Macaulay attributed this 
phenomenon to the wonderful wisdom and fore- 
sight and far-reaching policy of the Popes them- 
selves; others attribute it to the learning and tact 
of the ministers of the church; others to her 
marvelous organization. But these reasons are 
not satisfactory to explain this remarkable fact. 
The church and the papacy have survived, not 
on account of the wisdom, but often in spite of 
the folly, of her own children. Her survival 
must be accountea for asa verification of the 

yrophecy of our Lord, who said: ‘The gates of 

hell shall not prevail against her.’ You ask for 
a lwiracie as the Jews fora sign, You ask us to 
prove the perpetuity of the church by a miracle, 
but the very existence is the greatest of all 
Iniracles 

“The present illustrious Pontiff, Leo XIIT., is 
@& worthy successor of the Gregories, the Inno- 
cents, the Piusea, and of the long line of Leos 
that bave preceded him. For 10 years he has 
occupied the chair of Peter, a spectacle to the 
world, toangels,and tomen. And during all 
that time he has excited the admiration of the 
civilized world by his luminous intellect, his 
broad statesmanship, his strong juagment, his 
keen appreciation of things, by bis conciliatory 
disposition, bis personal integrity and purity of 
life, and by his great benevolence of character. 
Leo XIII. is to-day. perhaps, the most popular 
man in Europe, if not in the world. And this is 
the secret of his popularity: He understands the 
times in which we live; he appreciates the 
fact that we are living in the nineteenth 
century and not in the ninth. He understands 
the wants of the people and sympathizes with 
their legitimate aspirations. Whiie at the same 
time he is always the promoter and vindicator 
of law and order and legitimate government 
every where, he has found the key to the hearts 
of the people and has entered there. Let us 
hope and pray that this great luminary whom 
the Lord has set over His church may long linger 
about the horizon to enlighten us by his wisdom. 
and to cheer us by his example, and when his 
eourse is run and his light on earth is extin- 
guished, may he shine for all eternity in the 
kingdom of our common Father, the source of 
ali light and the author of all justice.” 


PHILADELPHIA. Jan. 1.—The golden jubi- 
lee ef Pope Leo NITL was celebrated with elab- 
orate ceremonies in the Cathedral of Sainte 
Peter and Paulin thie city to-day. The heavy 
rainfait had no effect on the attendance, and 
when the solemn pontifical mass began the vast 
building was filled to the doors. The Rev. Alex- 
ander A. Gallacher was the celebrant of the 


mass. The Arch-Episcopal throne was vacant- 
rh te Ryan being in Rome at the present 
time. 


Sr. Pavut, Jan. 1.—The cathedral was 
packed to the doors to-day, the occasion being 
the celebration of the Pope’s jubilee. A solemn 
mass, with orchestral accompaniment, was cele- 
brated by the Pastor, the Rev. John Shanley. 
The eulogy of Leo XIII. by Bishop Ireland was 
an eloquent and masterly effort. 

PA SCRE 
SERVICES IN THIS CITY. 
APPROPRIATE SERMONS IN MOST OF THE 
CATHOLIC CHURCHES. 

The golden jubilee of Pope Leo XIII., 
the fiftieth anniversary of his ordination to the 
priesthood, was celebrated in all the Catholic 
churches of the city yesterday, except the few 
that held the observance Saturday evening. 
The distinguishing feature of the services was 
the singing at the end of the mass of the grand 
Te Deum which was sung at Rome on the 
occasion of the Pope’s election. There were 
solemn masses in most ofthe churches, with ap- 
propriate sermons. 

At the cathedral the Rector, the Rey. Michael 
J. Lavelle, celebrated the solemn mass at 11 
o'clock, with the Rev. Thomas J. MeCluskey as 
deacon, the Rev. Joseph H. McMahon as sub- 
deacon, and the Rev. James W. Kelly as master 
of ceremonies. Six of the Papal veterans stood 
guard during the service. The choir rendered 
Haydn’s Grand Mass No. 2, with Novello’s 
“Adeste Fidelis’ for an offertory. Archbishop 
Corrigan preached the sermon on “The Papal 
Prerogative and Leo XIII.,” taking for his text 


Mathew xvi., 18: “Thou art Peter.” He began 
by describing the ancient date of jubilee anni- 
versaries in ecclesiastical as weli as private 
life, and how precious to the priest was the an- 
niversary of his ordination. The very pulpit 
from which he was speaking, he said, was a 
gift from the clergy of the diocese in honor of 
the golden sacerdotal jubilee of the first Amer- 
ican Cardinal. The people of the whole world 
were at that moment paying reverence 
to a silver-haired old man who bad already 
passed the Scriptural limit of threescore 
veurs and ten, who had offered up the sacrifice 
of the mass for half a century, and whose voice 
was listened to by 200,000,000 Catholics of all 
races and climes. The wonderful history of the 
Papacy—how 11 had survived all sorts of trials, 
internal ana externali—did not need enlarge- 
ment, Even in our own day superhuman efforts 
had been made to crush the Papacy. ‘The tem- 
poral power had been taken away with the hope 
of starving out the Poutilf and making him a 
mere attachment of the Kingdom of Italy. 
There had been brave hearts to defend him— 
some of those veteraus who stood in front of the 
pulpit had fought nobly to uphoid the little 
principality of Perugia, of which Pope Leo was 
at one time Governor. 

In spite of these attacks, the speaker said, the 
influence of the Papacy was on the increase. 
The Pontiff’s voice was heard in the councils of 
the nations, and he was svuught as a disinterested 
judge and adjuster of international difticulties. 
it was even possible that the very Anarchists 
and revolutionists would be compelled, in order 
to save themselves, to appeal to that throne they 
had endeavored to undermine. The Pontiff was 
worthy »f reverence and’ affection, not only be- 
cause of iis oftice, but for his own sake. His 
training ‘ad been a providential one for his 
high destin. In early life he imbibed that love 
of letters and science which had since become so 
marked a feature of hischaracter. Then as diplo- 
mat Nuncio to Belgium and Archbishop of Per- 
ugia he had run nearly the whole gamut of ex- 
perience and became acquainted with European 
politics, a knowledge which was to prove so 
useful later on. Every Bishop in the world had 
reason to rejoice that be who now sat in the 
chair of Peter was acquainted froin persoual ex- 
perience with the triais and sorrows of the chief 
shepherd of a large flock, and could thoroughly 
understand and sympathize. He knew ali the 
evils menacing the individual, the tamily, and 
the State, and he had applied the remedies. For 
such a Pastor what could they wish? When St. 
Augustine in his old age secured a coadjutor in 
his see and presented him to his people, the lat- 
ter cried with one voice, ‘‘O Lord, spare us 
Augustine!” So, too, the Catholics to-day 
eried, ‘‘O Lord, spare us Leo, our father and 
Pontif. Preserve him, give him length of days, 
and hand him not over to his enemies.” At the 
conclusion of the mass the Archbishop, vested in 
cope and mitreof cloth of gold, intoned the 
Te Deum, which was caught up by the grand 
and chancel choirs. 

At the Church of the Holy Redeemer, in East 
Third-street, soleinn mass was celebrated by 
the Rector, the Rev. Andrew Ziegler, with the 
Rev. Conrad Rebhan as deacon, the Rev. Alex- 
ander Kliauder sub-deacon, and the Rev. William 
Kessel master of ceremonies. Father Francis 
Schnuettgen preached. The Te Deunm was sung 
in German by the whole congregation, and the 
effect of the 3,000 trained voices joined in har- 
mnony Was very impressive. Haydn’s Grand 
Mass No. 2 was sung with the assistance of a 
full orchestra. The choir sanga hymn specially 
composed in honor ef the Pontiff. There was a 
procession of 100 little girls in white and of the 
officers of the various church socicties. The 
church was gorgeously decorated. Evergreen 
garlands and the Papal, American, and German 
colors. covered the interior, and the front and 
tower were ornamented with flags and a vrans- 
parency bearing a picture of the Pope. The Te 
Deum was sung again in the evening at solemn 
benediction. 

At the Paulist Church, Ninth-avenue and 
Fifty-ninth-street, the Rev. Edward Brady 
preached and the maie choir of 120 voices sang 
the Te Deum. 

The Church of Our Lady of Sorrows, in Pitt- 
street, was elaborately decorated with the Papal 
colors and evergreens inside and out. 

The decorations at St. Patrick’s Church, in 
Mott-street, were the Papal colors and United 
States flag. The Rector, the Rev. John F. Kear- 
ney, spoke of the Papal jubilee at all the masses,

ONE MONTH'S WEATHER. 

The meteorological summary for the 
month of December, as prepared by Serzt. 
Dunn, of the Signal Service office, in this city, 
shows that the first day of the month was the 
coldest, the thermometer marking then 11.6° 


above zero. The warmest day was the 11th, 
when the mercury climb d up to 564% The 
wonthly mean was 36.i-, and the monthly range 
was 44.8°. The greatest range in any une day 
was 19.6°, on the 9th, and the least 4.7°, on the 
llth, the mean daily range being 13.1°. The 
mean barometer was 30.089, the highest mark 
being 30.92 on the lst, the lowest 29.26 on the 
18th, and the monthly range being 1.66. The 
mean daily relative humidity was 71.1, and the 
prevailing direction of the wind northwest, the 
total movement of the wind being 7,546 mules. 
The highest velocity of the wind was on the 
29th, when the westerly wind bleW at the rate 
of 50 miles anhour. The total precipitation was 
4.20 inches, rain or snow having fallen on 14 
of the 31 days, and there was 1.3 inches of un- 
melted snow on the ground atthe end of the 
month, There were 7 clear days, 12 fair, and 12 
cloudy, and there were light frosts on 7 days of 
the month.

A DEATH ROLL OF S81X. 


THE COLLISION ON THE CINCINNATI 
SOUTHERN RAILROAD, 


LEXINGTON, Ky., Jan. 1.—The collision on 
the Cincinnati Southern Railroad reported yes- 
terday took place one mile south of Green- 
wood, Ky., on a 60-foot embankment midway 
between tunnels Nos. 7 and 8 The following 
are the killed: Lee Withrow, baggage master, 
Ludlow,.Ky., bead crushed and throat cut with 
an iron bar; James Severns, postal clerk, Stan- 
ford, Ky., concussion of brain, died to-night; T. 
Candee, fireman, Chattanooga, Tenn., thrown 
on top of the firebox of train No. 1 and the con- 
tents of the firebox on train No. 2 emptied on 
nim, burning the body to a crisp; Lawrence 
Callan, baggage master, Ludlow, Ky., body 
crushed under the smoker; W. Bb. Powell, ex- 


press messenger, Madisonville, Ohio, crushed 
under the wreck; Miss Jessie Green, Chatta- 
nooga, skull erushed. She died at Greenwood, 

Among the injured are: Mr. and Mrs. Aver, 
Coviugton, Ky., scalded and inhaled steam; both 
Will probably die; they were taken to Covington 
to-night; Sam Shrumm, conductor, internally 
injured; J. B. Gibson, Cincinnati, en route home 
from Florida, badly scalded face and hands, 
probably fatal: Joe Nolan, colored porter Train 
No. 2, laceration of the hip and hand; William 
D. Michaels, engineer,of No. 2,,;who jumped from 
the engine, sprained ankle, band scalded, and 
cheek gashed; Pat Taylor, Somerset, Ky., en- 
gineer of No. 1, bruised and suffering from con- 
cussion, badly hurt; Pat Murphy, Junction City, 
Ky., fireman of No 1, leg broken 
below knee; W. T. Roberts, Riceville, 
Tenn., mail service, leg and arm broken; 
W. E, Jackson, Ludlow, Ky., express messenger, 
hand, head, and back sprained and bruised; L. 
E. Sackett, 411 Richmond-street, Cincinnati, 
news agent, head, face, back, and lega bruised; 
J. ©. Burch, Sydney, Ohio, Traveling Passenger 
Agent Chicago and Alton Railroad, badly 
scalded, and head, face, and hands cut; Joe 
Hepp, Covington, Ky., scalded and bruised; 
Dick Patton, Ludlow, Ky., brakeman, cut and 
scalded; J. E. Campbell, Hanover.on, Ohio, 
scalded in face, neck, and hands, 

In addition to the above, train No. 2, which 
came north this evening, carried to Civcinnati 
five or six badly-injured passengers. ‘These pas- 
sengers were in the boudoir car.and the railroad 
officials refused to allow access to them or to 
give their names or injuries. Dr. Reddish of 
Frankfort, in charge of the Greenwvod coal 
nines, left Greenwood with the wounded and 
the body of Miss Green for Cincinnati. A later 
train followed carrying ajl the dead except Miss 
Green. Very shortly after the collisisa a wreck- 
ing train left Somerset in charge of Superin- 
tendent W. W. Wells, carrying Dr. J. L. Owens 
and all the Somerset physicians for the scene of 
the disaster. T'wocars, the mail and baggage 
of No. 1, took tire and burned, 

At the time of the crash Withrow and Jackson 
were talking in the bagzage car, when the car 
split open from end to end, the mail car and 
smoker shuoting over them, the other cars cut- 
ting loose and dropping back w grade. It is re- 
ported that an unknown passenger was crushed 
and burned in the ciosetof thetrainof No. 2. Mr. 
Avey of Covington threw his wife throu, ha win- 
dow and jumped out atter her, both rollin« down 
the embankment. The collision was caused by 
Conductor Shrumm misreading orders delivered 
to him at Wintieia. He mistook Summitt 
for Somerset, and hurried his train down the 
grade at 50 miles an hour to make that point, 
probably running at that speed when the col- 
lision occurred. After the collision Conductor 
Bennett ranup to Shrumm and said: “I'm not 
to blame for this; read your orders® and see.” 
Shrumtm took out his orders, and locking care- 
tuliy, threw up bis hands, exciaiming; ‘* Oh, my 
God, [have made a mistake.” Sharkey With- 
ers, formerly of this city, but now of Edwards, 
Miss., wasonthe train going south, and made 
this statement: 

“We left Somerset half an bour late, and 
were running about 30 miles an hour up grade. 
I was in the coach next in front of the sleeper, 
c'ose to the front door, when a shrili whistling 
alarmed me. I ran out on the platform and 
was pitched down an embankment of 50 feet. I 
jumped up and went to work. We helped to 
extricate the victims. I helped to take out 
three alive and two dead. One of thei, Pat 
Murphy, I helped to dig out of the mud into 
which he was jammed nearly to the armpits. 
The next man we got ont was an express 
messenger who was crushed under the 
trucks. Nexta baggageman was found under 
the tender of No. 1. We cvuld hear his groans 
and dug him out. He diedinanhour. Then we 
got an injured man out of the mail car of No, 1. 
Withrow died in a few minutes after he was put 
on the relief train. Postal Agent James Sever- 
ens, who was eppointed one month ago, lay at 
one endoi the car, blood streaming from his 
mouth. We reached Somerset at 10 P. M. 
Withrow’s dead body was laid in the baggage 
room and the injured on our train were placed 
in the hotel.” 

The baggage car and smoker of No. 2 rolled 
down the embankment, and the ladies’ car of 
this train was thrown on the engine, the inmates 
being scalded. Joe Hepp stated that a young 
couple that had got on in Chattanoega were 
badly ent and scalded. The regular passing 
point of Nos. 1 and 2 is Flat Rock, south of the 
wreck. The railroad ofticiais did all in their 
power to care for the wounded, leaving nothing 
undone to contribute to their comfort. The two 
engines collided with such force that they were 
impacted together, the boilers shattering and 
discharging a)l their contents in a few minutes, 
An attempt to pull the engines apart failed, and 
they were rolled over the embankment to clear 
the track. 


EFFECTS OF THE 


DAMAGE WROUGHT ALONG THE HUD- 
SON VALLEY. 

Newsunre, N. Y., Jan. 1.—Dispatches from 
points along the Hudson Valley to THE TIMES’s 
correspondent state that the storm of the past 
24 hours is one of the severest experienced in 
years. Snow, sleet, hailstones, snow again, and 
then rain in torrents, interspersed with sleet 
and blinding snow in localities, has made travel 
on foot, in conveyances, and by rail aifficult and 
unpleasant. For miles along the valley, partic- 
ularly in the southern portion, telegraph compa-

MANY LIVES IMPERILED 


THREE SUOCKSSIVE EXPLO- 
SIONS IN A BEER HALL. 
EIGHT MEN INJURED IN A BASEMENT 
ROOM IN THIRD-AVENUE—THE CAUSE 

STILL A MYSTERY. 

Many lives were imperiled in a beer hall 
on Third-avenue Saturday night. As it wasa 
number of people were injured, one probably 
fatally. The affair is shrouded in much mystery 
as to the cause, though it is thought to have 
been the result of a generation of gas, It oc- 
curred in Carl Goerwitz's Germania Hall, which 
extends from 194 Third-avenue through to 
Seventeenth-street, forming an L. The place 
was crowded with Germans and their farnilies 
until after 2 o’clock yesterday morning, in honor 
of the coming of the new year. A party of men 
in the bowling alley down stairs, under the 
Seventcenth-street wing, remained until nearly 
3 o'clock. 

About five minutes after they had departed 
the place was closed up and the six waiters went 
to a room off the bowling alley, wherethey kept 
their coats and hats. August Kraeter was in the 
lead, and opened the door. Justas he did soa 
terrific explosion oceurred, und flames shot out 
through the door, burning Kraeter «nd his com- 
panions frightfully. Then all was in darkness, 
‘the injured men managed to crawl back up 


stairs, and went to the front bar, where Mr. 
Goerwitz was atanding. They were ina pitiful 
condition. Their hair and beards were burned 
olf, and their clothing was still smoldering aud 
smoking, while their faces and hands were one 
mass of blisters. Between tbeir means of 
anguish they succeeded in telling what had 
happened. Kraeter and Ernst Otto were the 
worst Injured, and Louis Hamburger and L. 
Pfaus and two others, whose hames were not 
known to the proprietor, were severely, though 
not seriously, burned. A call Was at once sent 
out for the police and an ambulance and several 
physicians were called up, but they all refused 
tocome. Two policemen strolied leisurely in 
about an hour later, but they treated the mat- 
ter indifferently and did not offer todo anything. 
The ambulance did not arrive until after 5 
o'clock, In the meantime Otto, Pfaus, and 
Hamburger had been sent to their respective 
homes, at 347 East Fifty-sixth-street, 33 Sheriff 
street, and 301 East Seventieth street. The two 
whose naines are unknown also went home. The 
ambulance surgeon found Kraeter to be in a 
Very critical condition and had him removed to 
Bellevue Hospital, where he still remains at the 
point of death. He 1s about 32 years old, and 
lives at 249 East Seventy-seventh-street. The 
other injured men were about the same age. 

No one dared to investigate the cause of the 
explosion at the time, so after Kraeter had been 
taken away the place was closed up for the 
night and all went home. At8 o'clock yester- 
day morning the day watch ecarae on duty to 
elean up nud prepare for Monday’s business. 
They were informed of the explosion, but gave 
little heed to it, and one of the waiters, G. Wag- 
ner, Went to theroom to exchange his street 
attire for the regulation jacket and “apron. The 
sume thing happeved again. He nad barely 
opened the door when an explosion occurred 
and flames shot out. Wagner was knocked down 
and his hair and mustache were burned off, 
though his face escaped serious injury. Mr. 
Goerwitz was called tinmediately, and he sent 
to the Equitable Gas Company foraman to 
come and investigate. Wagner went home. The 
gasman arrived at 9:30, and, after being in- 
formed of the accidents, he tried the door him- 
self. His attempt met with the same result. A 
third explosion occurred, and the man was bada- 
ly burned, He went away without giving his 
name, and later in the day another gasman came 
in his stead. This time the door was found open 
and nothing happened. 

A thorough investigation failed to reveal 
any satisfactory explanation of the mystery. 
The gas meter, which was in a little closet in 
the room, was found to be intact, and no leak- 
age of the pipes could be discovered. There 
was nothingin the room which conid generate 
as, nor could any remnants of a bomb be found. 
The only cause that could be assigned was that 
gas had filtered through the earth from the 
wain pipes in the street. The room was about 
12 fect square and stilk contained a strong odor 
of gas, the source of which could uot be found. 
The walls of the room were badly damaged, but 
there was no injury to the remainder of the 
building. This was partly accounted for by a 
smali opening in a window through which much 
of the gas muat have necessarily escaped. 

The place where the explosions occurred is 
under the sidewalk on Seventeenth-street. A 
passageway leads across an open space which 
extends from the house line to the fence line 
and is grated over. Under the sidewalk 
proper, extending from the fence line to the 
curb, are tollet rooms divided by a passage 
running east and west. At the west end 
is a transverse passage, on the.westerly side of 
whichis acloset. Inone end of this, next to 
the street, is the gas meter with which the main 
of the Equitable Gas Company is connected. 
Thereis also a pipe plugged at the end which 
enters this closet, which connects with the main 
of the Municipal Gas Company. This 
was put in at the time the L was 
constructed—about two years ago—at the 
reguest of the Municipal Company, who 
explained that if Mr. Goerwitz, at some futura 
time, should desire to use their gas, the work of 
making the connection could be readily per- 
formed. At the houseend of this closet the 
waiters kept their clothings. The key to it was 
held by the head waiter, and when one of his 
subordinates wished to visit the closet he got it 
from him, and after using it returned it. 

Some one went to Bellevue Hospitaisoon after 
the tirst explosion and told the Captain on duty 
that four men were playing cards in the room 
when the explosion occurred, and that some one 
had put the gas out by blowing into the 
pipes from up stairs. When Mr. Goerwitz 
was told of this, be laughed. “ Why, there is no 
place to play curds there,” he said. “The peo- 
pie who were down stairs in the bowling alley 
were the Ladies’ Bowling Club, composed of 
members of the Liederkranz and Arion 
Sceisties and their wives. They hire the 
alleys by the year, and on Saturday 
night, it being a festival occasion, they 
staid laterthan usual. It was 3 o'clock when 
they left, and the waiters went after their ciothes 
not long afterward. My notion is that there is 
aieak in the main of the Municipal Gas Com- 
pany, and that the gas haa got into the closet by 
following the tap pipe. The Equitable people 
will open the street te-day to determine if the 
leak is in their mains.” 

George Wagner was found last night and 
showed little evidences of his experiences, but 
a cluse inspection of his hair and mustache dis- 
elosed the fact that they had takenon the 
peculiar curly feature which results from 
a contact with fire. He said that when 
he went down to the closet to change 
his clothing, between 8 and 9 o’clock 
in the morning, he lighted the gas in the puas- 
sageway and opened the door. He was occu- 
pied for some time, probably a minute, in mak- 
ing the exchange of clothing, when there wasa 
sudden explosion, and he was thrown heavily 
against the partition of the passageway, which 
was broken down. He recovered his feet auick- 
ly and rushed out into the open space under the 
sidewalk. Then, fearing fire, he plackily went 
back and turned off the gas which he had lighted, 

At Believue Hospital last night it was said 
that Kraeter’s wounds would probably prove 
fatal owing to shock and the almost inevitable 
erysipelas which will follow, but the surgeon in 
charge said that he could say nothing positive 
as to his condition until to-day. 


ERE Ror ae i Be SRL A OSS, 
THE BRIDEGROOM TARRIED. 

Hugo Ohblhorst of 3351 East Sixth-street 
was in a very unhappy frame of mind yester- 
day. He was to have been married at his 
father’s house on Saturday night to Miss Rose 
Scherer, the pretty daughter of Christian 
Scherer of 319 East Sixty-tirst-street. Unfort- 
unately, when the prospective bridegroom com- 
pleted his labors as cutter ata down-town tai- 
loring establishment and started for home to 
prepare forthe happy occasion he met Morris 
Cohen of 4S Carmine-street. Being oid friends, 
congratulations werein order, accompanied by a 
look into the cup that cheers. They looked sev- 
eral times, and then the two quarreled with Max 
Loenberg of 36 East Houston-streei, who was 
aiso in the saloon. All three went outside, 
where Loenberg was knocked down and given a 
cut under the right eye, besides breaitiag bis 
leg. Loenberg was taken home, and Ohlhorst 
and Cohen were arrested. Of course there was 
no weddiug, and it was nearly midnight before 
the weeping maiden, who was alinost a bride, 
found out the reason why the ceremony had 
been delayed and the guests were disap- 
pointed. She was taken home in tears, whiie 
Mr. Ohlhorst senior sat up and spoke strange 
words for the remainder of the night. 

The young man and his companion were taken 
into the Jefferson Market Police Court yester- 
day, and were remanded to jail to await the re- 
suit of Loenberg’s injuries. Ohlhorst senior de- 
clined to interfere in the matter, so he still 
lingers in durance vile for want of paltry bail.

WAR CLOUD IN THE EAST—NEW 


YEAR CEREMONIES. 

VIENNA, Jan. 1.—The Official Gazette is of 
the opinion that the Czar’s consenting to the 
publication of the forged documents sent to him 
relative to Germany’s policy tells mightily in 
favor ofjthe maintenance of peace. 

The soldiers of the reserve force have been 
summoned for a week's drill with the regulars 
in the use of the repeating rifle. 

Prestna, Jan. 1.—Premier Tisza, replying 
to New Year congratulations from Liberals to- 
day. said thathe did not believe that war was 
imminent. He was convinced that Hungary 
would not provoke a war, but that she would 
be ready if a war was forced upon her. More 
than that he was unable to say. “ Al- 
though a pessimistic view may not be 
justified,” he added, “an optimistic view also 


has disadvantages, because it eften paralyzes 
resisting forces, which we may possibiy still 
need.” Herr Falk, in expressing similar senti- 
wents, said he thought the present gloomy un- 
certainty was worse than war itself. Among 
Deputies the speeches ure considered to show a 
peaceful tendency.

THE MELLEN SCANDAL AGAIN, 


DONOHUE’S QUEER STORY ABOUT THE 
BOSTON POLICE. 


CurcaGo, Jan. 1.—James Donohue, the 
noted gambler who was employed in Boston to 
murder the servant daughter-in-law of the rich 
hotel keeper Mellen of Baltimore, and who was 
four mouths ago reported to nave been shot dead 
at Winnipeg, has turned up in this city. An in- 
terview with Donobue published to-day says he 
is going back to Boston to face a charge of big- 
amy, which he asserts has no backing except 
what was givenit by Mellen’s counsel. Dono- 
hue relates what is said to be the first complete 
story of the conspiracy to murder young Mrs. 
Mellen, whose marriage had never been made 


public, and who was considered by the wealthy 
hotel proprietor to be far below his son’s sucial 
station. 

‘The salient feature of Donohue’s narrative is 
the claim that he went into the conspiracy with 
the tull knowledge and approval of Chief In- 
spector Hanscom and Inspectors Geraughty 
and Houghton of the Boston police, the object 
being solely to sift the matter to the bottom. 
Donohue says heat firat believed that the over- 
tures to him to commit the crime were part of a 
plot to ruin him, a bitter tleht being in progress 
at that time to break up the gambling fraternity 
in Boston, Afterward, when it was found that 
the cabal was what it purported to be, Douohue, 
who bad been in the federal Secret Service dur- 
ing war times, was induced by the police to fol- 
low the matter to the end. Exposure of the 
conspiracy, the flight of the elder Mellen, and 
the imprisonment of the latter’s confederate, 
Mrs. Coolidge, were all, Donohue asserts, the 
direct result of his co-operation with the police 
of Boston and Baltimore. 


AN OLD PHYSICIAN GONE. 
RS Bare: 

Warner Cleveland, M. D., who died at his 
residence, 114 West Sixty-tirst-atreet, yesterday 
noou, was bornin Salem, N. Y., in June, 1816. 
His family is the sameas that to which President 
Cleveland belongs, though no nearer relationship 
exists than that of third or fourth cousin. Dr. 
Cleveland was educated at Castleton College, 
Vermont, where he received the degree of M. D., 


in 1847. He also studied some time in Montreal, 
practicing In the hospitais there. He first en- 
gauged in active practice in Ogdensburg, but 
came to Brooklyn in 1855. In 1856 he was 
elected Health Officer, which position he held 
fora year andahalf. In 1858 he was defeated 
on a strictly purtisan vote, but ran much 
ahead of his ticket. 

At the breaking out of the war in 1861 Dr. 
Cleveland was much interested in the Union 
cause, being a Repubicau in polities, and was 
appointed Surgeon of the Eighty-seventh Rexi- 
meut, the ‘* brookiyn Rifles.” On the eve of his 
departure for thefront with thisregiment he was 
presented by members of Baltic Lodge, F. and A, 
M., of which he was @ member, witha handsome 
sword aud sash. He remained with the Eighty- 
seventh Regiment until lis almost complete an- 
nihilation at the battle of Fredericksburg, when 
he Was trausferred to the Fifty-tifth Regiment. 
After the war Dr. Cleveland removed 
with his family to Port Henry, Essex 
County, where he practiced his profes- 
sion until four years ago.” He then 
came to New-York, where he has since resided. 
He was President of the Essex County Medical 
Society and a member of the Medical Society of 
New-York County. He was aiso a Mason and a 
member of Hancock Post, G A. R. Dr. Cleve- 
land leaves ove child, Mrs. A. S. Gookin. His 
body 18 to be taken to the louse of his brother, 
Daniel C. Cleveland, in Salem, to-day, where the 
funeral will take place.

George W. Lyon, Chairman of the special 
committee appointed to investigate the treach- 
ery of Eighth Assoinbly District Republicans to 
the State and local tickets of their party, and 
particularly to Henry C. Botty, who was the 
regular party candidate for Civil Justice in the 
Fourth Judicial district, will to-morrow evening 
probably submit a report to the Republican 
County Committee. A short while ago THE 
TrmEs summarized the evidence takeu by the 
committee and showed that, although called 
upon to make explanatious, “ Johnny” O’Brien, 
“Barney” Rourke, and their lieutenants failed to 
appear and to defend themselves. This action 
and the direct and uncontradicted testimony as 
to the treachery of O’Brien, Rourke, and others 
left the committee no alternative except to 
make areportin accordance with the evidence. 
This the committee will do. 

The report will be voluminous, but the conclu- 
sion reached will be very simple. It will be de- 
cided that there is no Republican organization 
in the Eighth Assembly District, and of course 
the recommendation will follow that a commit- 
tee be appointed to supervise a re-enrollment of 
the Republican voters in the district, such re- 
enrollment to serve as a basis for the formation 
of a regular Republican organization in the dis- 
trict. Of course, the re-enrollment will be 
hedged about with safeguards to prevent any of 
the Democratic friends of O'Brien and Rourke, 


sone of whom are ex-convicts and loafers of the 
lowest order, from getting a foothold in the or- 
ganization. This will be a difficult thing to ac- 
complish, but with a determined Supervisory 
Committee it ean be done. 

The committees would have reported at the 
last meeting of the Republican County Commit- 
tee but for the difference of opinion as to 
whether there was any authority in the consti- 
tution of the Republican organization to order a 
re-enrollment of Republicans in any Assembly 
district. Prof. J. L. N. Hunt of the committee 
has examined this question very carefnily, and 
has come to the conclusion that the County 
Committee has the right to see that Republican 
organizations are Maintained in every Assembly 
district and to regulate the same. It neces- 
sarily follows that if the County Committee 
finds that there is no proper Republican organ- 
ization in a district, it has the right toset one up 


' and to maintain it from assaults from within or 


without, This question will be treated of in a spe- 
cial section of the raport. 

Asamatter of course, if thereis no Repub- 
lican organization in the Eighth Assembly Dis- 
trict, it follows that O’Brien and Rourke cannot 
claim membership in the county or any other 
committee of the local organization. The vari- 
ous wen who acted as Republican election dis- 
trict “captains” at the late election, and who 
sold out Mr. Botty and other Republicans, will 
have to sever their connection with the Repub- 
lican Party, atleast in an active sense, They 
Inay ‘‘ knife’? Republican candidates in future, 
but they will have to do it from without the Re- 
publican organization. 

What makes the report of this committee of 
unusual importance ts that its recommendations 
have been approved by the Executive Commit- 
tea of the Republican County Committee, su 
that ita adoption by the County Committee is 
very probable. The defiant attitude of 
O’Brien and Rourke has made the local Repub- 
lican leaders anxious to get their scalps. The 
Executive Committee, therefore, composed of 
the various Assembly district leaders, have 
practically decided that the Republicans of the 
Eighth Assembly District shall have a straight- 
out Republican organization officered by men 
who will be faithful to their trusts. 

What O’Brien, Rourke & Co. will do under the 
circumstances is not known. They may join 
Tammany Hall, and indeed it is said that, in an- 
ticipation of the action of the County Commit- 
tee, they have done go and that their names will 
be foundon the ticket voted at the Tammany 
Hall primary election Thursday eveuing last, 
which was suppressed by ex-Alderman George 
Hall, the Tammany leader in the district. If they 
have joined or intend to join Tammany Hall the 
work of reorganization in the district will be 
made comparatively easy for the Republican 
County Committee. O’Brien and Rourke may 
take into Tammany Hall the *‘tough” element 
among the Republicans of the district, bub the 
law-abiding respectavle element will have a 
chance to assert themselves and govern their 
political atfairs in order and with decency. 

Ttis not believed that the Republican County 
Committee will content itself with reorganizing 
the organization in the Eighth Assembly Dis- 
trict. Necessary as this work is, there are other 
Assembly districts where reorganization is 
aimost as greatly to be desired. The Executive 
Committee has had this matter under considera- 
tion for some little while, audit is understood 
that areorganization will be recommended in 
the First, Second, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, and 
Thirteenth Assembly Districts. In the First 
District the Repudlican leader is John H. 
Grimes; in the Second, Denis Shea, who ran for 
Coroner on the Republican County ticket last 
Fal, is leader; in the Fourth William H. Town- 
ley and John Collins are leaders; in the 
Fifth Frank Carroll is leader, and in 
the Thirteenth ex-Senatur F. & Gibbs is 
leader. There have been factional fights for 
years past in the First and Thirteenth Districts, 
although lately Mr. Grimes has managed to con- 
ciliate some of the opposition forces. In the 
First, Second, Fitth, and Sixth Districts, how- 
ever, the Republican organizations are under 
the special patronage of some one of the Demo- 
cratic organizations and except in one or two 
cases, Where special orders are given, the full 
Republican vote 1s seldum polled fora straight 
Republican candidate. =2 a, 

The prelimipary stepin the reorganization of 
the various Assembly District Republican or- 
ganizations will probably be the adoption of the 
following amendwents to the constitution of the 
local Kepublican organization, submitted by 
«harles N. Taintor at the meeting of the Repub- 
hean County Committee held on Dec. 21 last; 

“To amend Article I. by adding at the end thereof 
as follows: ‘it [the County Committee) may by a 
vote of a majority o7 its members expel aud remove 
from office auy officer of the enrolled Republicans, 
or any ofticer or member of the Executive Commities 
or Finance Committee in any Assembly district and 
by a similar vote may supersede and abolish any 
Republican district organization, and it may direct 
@ uew enroliment of Republicans in any Assembly 
oistrict or a new election therein to fillauy vacancies 
caused by sueh action; but in no case shall any 
such vote be tuken «xcept upon the written recom- 
meudation of tke Executive Committee hereinafter 
created, signed by amajority ot all the members of 
said Executive Committee, representing at least 13 
Assembly districts, and representing also a majority 
of all the delegates to the Coanty Committee.’ 

“To amend Article II. by adding at the end 
thereof as fullows: *No person who shall have been 
expelled by the enrolled Republicans of any As- 
sembly district, or removed from office by the 
County Committee, shall be eligible for re-enrell- 
ment in any Assembly district, except by an aftirm- 
ative two-lhirds vote of the enroiled Republicans 
present at a regular meoting.’ 

“To amend Article Vili. by adding at the end 
thereof as follows: ‘It [the Executive Committee] 
shallhave power to suapend and supersede by ap- 
pointment, pending final action by the County Com- 
mittee, any Assembly district officers or election 
worker who may be guilty of condnct detrimental 
to the interests of the Republican Party.’”

EEN ete, 
POINTED CRIITICISM AT A TEM- 
PHERANCE MEETING. 

WHY PROHIBITIONISTS OPPOSE HIGH 
LICENSE—MAYOR HEWITT SEEKS TO 

CORRECT HIS CRITICS, 


Through the generally prohibition weath- 
er yesterday afternoon enough believers in cold 
water traveled to the mecting of the Manhattan 
Temperance Association to fillthe big hall of the 
Cooper Union, where the Rev. Joseph Cook of 
Boston was to talk about ‘Sunday or the 
Saloon; Which Must Go?’ But before Mr. Cook 
took up the cvdgels against King Alcohol the 
Rey. Dr, I. K. Funk, President of the associa- 
tion, read an extract from a talk which C. D. F. 
Hoxie of the Voicehad had with O. H. Woodman, 
Chairman of the Board of Excise. Among the 
sayings there credited to the latter was this: 
“If was the sole Commissioner of: Police I 
would stop Sunday seilinginside of three months, 
I would have every man understand that I meant 
business, and any policeman who allowed the 
sale of liquor on his beat on Sunday would be 
discharged. This would stop the business. I 
heartily agree with the point made by the Pro- 
hibitionists against high license. The more 
money you get from the liquor traffic iu revenue 
the harder it will be to convince the taxpayers 
that prohibition is the right thing.” 

When Mr. Cook had ended his address it was 
announced that any questions from the audi- 
ence would be heard and answered. This invi- 
tation to truth seekers hadits effect, but not 
just the one intended. A man’ inthe middle of 
the hall arose and remarked that he would 
like to put some queries to the Prohibition dig- 

itaries on the platform. Some hard things had 
been said about Sunday newspapers, but to his 
unenlightened mind publishing a Sunday paper 
did not appear to be anything worse than run- 
ning # political meeting on Sunday to booma 
political party. Besides, the newspaper might 
be a woney-making scheme, but so was the meet- 
ing, so far as he could discover. 

This'style of discussion was not on the pro- 
grannie, and some one sitting near the oratoron 
the floor tried to get him to resume his seat. 

** You fellows are always afraid to hear truth 
told,” said the stranger resisting the effort. 

* Crank” wasthe audibie comment from 
rear of the hall. : : 

The rash questioner faced about in the direc- 
tion of the last speaker, and after coolly looking 
over the faces of those about him,declared it to be 
his opinion that thecrank element predominated 
in the audience. Then he marched out of the 
hallamid a good deal of laughter and some 
hisses. ' j 

Mr. Cook explained that all the meetings 
were run at a financial! loss, and that they could 
not in any way be called a money-making 
acheme, 

Then a tall man in the audience, M. W. Greene, 
Chief Templar of Australia, put this question: 
“Jt by high license you decrease saloons and 
thereby temptation to drink, is it not better 
than no effort at all to lessen the evils of intem- 
perance ?” s 

** We have expert testimony,” said Mr. Cook, 
“that high license does not do this. Laws are 
laxly carried out, and the small saloons, sup- 
posed to be crowded out, keep alive.” 

‘If Thad the power in New-York State I'd 
vote for free selling rather than high license,” 
was Dr. Funk’scomment. ‘“ Pay New-York City 
$5,000,000 and you'll havea hard time to con- 
vince taxpayers that prohibition is a good 
thing.” 

Secretary William McK. Gatchell read the fol- 
lowing communication from Mayor Hewitt: 

“T am in receipt of two letters from you, one in- 
dorsing sundry complaints ot violation of the excise 
law, Which has been forwarded in the regular course 
to the Police wepartment. The other contains cer- 
tain resolutions, which evidently have been passed 
in ignorance both of the law and the facts. The 
Mayor has never failed to call the attention of the 
Police Department to violations of the law which 
liave been brought to his notice; but he has no 
power to direct the police in the discharge of their 
functions; neither has he any power to suspend the 
Commissioners; but he may remove them upon 
charges, after atrial. The Mayor is not in posses- 
sion of any facts which would warrant such removal; 
but if you willsupply the evidence of neglect of duty 
on their part, which, ina court of iaw, would be re. 
garded as sufficient justification ‘for removal, the 
Mayer will promptiv do his duty. You are aisoin 
error as to the mauner in which the law is enforced. 
{ have kept myself informed as to the number of 
urrests made, and I can state from the records that 
they have steadily increased from month to month, 
and greater Vigilance on the part of the officers has 
certainly been thus secured.’ 

The society’s answer has not yet been fully 
prepared, but it will set forth that evidence can 
be submitted of almest universal disregard of the 
law and that the police coulé easily procure all 
necessary special proof.

BRITISH YACHTSMEN FAIL TO CHALLENGE 
FOR THE AMERICA’S CUP. 

When the Volunteer beat the Thistle 
last Fall the British yachtsmen were loud in 
expressing their determination again to chal- 
lenge for the America’s cup. Whenthe recent 
changes were made in the deed of gift, however, 
a general expression of dissatisfaction emanated 
from British yachtsmen, and it was said that 
the international yacht races most likely were 
atanend. This would seem to be true for this 


year at least, for no challenge has been received 
up to the present time, and if the conditions in 
George L. Schuyler’s deed of gift are to be lived 
upto nointernational race for the America’s 
Cup Gan take place during 1888. 

Mr. Schuyler’s deed of gift provides that the 
race must be sailed 10 months after the recep- 
tion of the challenge, the definite date to be 
fixed by the challenging club. No race, however, 
can be sailed between Nov. 1 and May 1, and be- 
cause of these provisions any challenge to the 
New-York Club to be effective this year should 
have arrived here by Saturday at midnight. As 
a matter of fact, none hus arrived, and so the 
yachtsmen say no international yacht racing 
can be had during the preseat year.

TO A NEW PASTOR, 


THE REV. DR. VAN DE WATER'S FIRST 
WORDS TO HIS NEW FLOCK, 

The Rev. Dr. George R. Van De Water, 
formerly of Brooklyn, entered yesterday morn- 
ing upon his duties as Rector of St. Andrew’s 
Protestant Episcopal Church, Harlem, from 
which parish he received a unanimous call more 
than seven months ago. Dr. Van De Water 
preached a very practical sermon without any 
attempt at rhetorical flourish and seemed to 
make a good impression upon his congregation. 
In appearance the new Rector is short and 
stout, with a smooth, rotund, youthful coun- 
tenance, whose most marked characteristic is 
its alertness and energy. 


At the conclusion of his sermon, on a text 
drawn from the Gospel lesson for the day, Dr. 
Van De Water outlined his future policy with 
regard to his administration of his charge. The 
Wardens and Vestrymen of the church should 
be supreme as regards the temporal ties. He 
conceived, however, that the spirituatities were 
solely the concern of the Rector, and, while be 
should always be thankful for counsel from his 
brethren on these points, he should him- 
self assume the right to finally decide as to 
what should be done in these things. 
His residence would be at 34 West One Hun- 
dred and Thirtieth-street, where he should ex- 
pect to see bis parishioners often as soon as he 
was settied. In the meantime he proposed giv- 
ing two receptions—one next week and another 
the following week—in the parish building. He 
should appoint one evening in the week when 
he should be at home, and he intended having 
daily office hours in the parish building from 9 
to 10 A, M.

The tug Cynthia No. 2, Capt. Haines, of Phils- 
delphia, arrived here yesterday from Savannah with 
the schuoner Helen A. Chase in tow.

An International Musi¢c iixposition is to 
be opened in Bologna, Italy, in may next, which 
will unite the exhibition of Musical History, re- 
constructed on documents, works, instruments, 
and objects of antiquity of every kind, with 
performances of the most renowned ancient and 
modern compositions. The United States is in- 
vited to co-operate as actively as possible in the 
artistic emulation, of which Giuseppe Verdi is 
the honorary and Arrigo Boito the Acting Presi- 
dent. The special committee apvointed for the 
United States consists of Theodore Thomas, 
President; Mr. G. Schirmer, 35 Union 
square; Mr. C. Moderati, 65 Irving-piace, and 
Mr. C. F. Tretbar, Steinway Hall, and these gen- 
tlemen ask that every person in the United 
Stutes possessing rare or precious instrnwents, 
documents, manuscripts, or miniatures on mu- 
sical subjects forward them to the exhibition in 
Bologna. Intending exhibitors may apply for 
apace, programmes, &c., either to the Commit- 
tee of the International Music Exposition at 
Bologna, orto Mr. Tretbar, whose Post Ofiice 
address is Box 2,920, New-York City, and who 
will furnish all necessary information. 

The exhibits for the Exposition, which is to re- 
main open from May 1 to Oct. 31, wilt be divid- 
ed into six classes, Class 1 will comprise mod- 
ern instruments of all kinds, with materials 
used by orchestras, such as batons ana music 
stands. Class 2 will be devoted to ancient mu- 
sical instruments. Class 3 will embrace modern 
works on musical subjects, and class 4 ancient 
and rare literature on the same themes. Class 5 
will be devoted to works on musical history and 
Bibliography, and class 6 to acoustics, show- 
ing the relations of that science to musie. 
The exhibition will be / held in a 
large building which is to be constructed 
for the purpose, in connection with the National 
Exbibition of Fine Arts, and the Agricultural 
and Industrial Exhibition of Italy.
